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Stagnation is Apocalyptic 


Neil Young’s solo tour, Part I

“Four strong winds that blow lonely, Seven 
seas that run high, 

All these things that don’t change, Come 
what may. 

But our good times are all gone, 

And I’m bound for moving on.”

Long a junkie with an addiction to the kick, 
I long for the moment where some aspect of 
life or culture accelerates or stalls, explodes, 
or disintegrates, where there is some extra 
charge vanquishing the calm, normal, and pre- 
dictable that create the most difficult times. 
Obviously, the latter have now come to define 
my life: Any kind of rupture or eruption is 
rare. There was a time when ideas, movies, 
books, and music, not to mention both my 
work and life, were more like an abnormally 
extensive firecracker chain filling each day 
with endless explosions. After years, there are 
just not that many surprises left in life or cul- 
ture. At this point, unexpected extra-charged 
times are even more important, both as spark 
plugs to life and because it really is great to be 
reminded they are still out there. 

In my life, Neil Young has provided an 
inordinate number of unanticipated, explosive 
moments - not only with superb performances 
and exciting new work but also in his aes- 
thetic daring, as he regularly moves ahead into 
unknown territory, pushing his work while 
challenging himself. A long time back, he could 
have settled into being “Neil Young,” doing so 
with honor and not as a Holiday Inn lounge 
act. Instead of looking backward, his eyes are 
toward the future; his consistent aesthetic and 
more sporadic commercial successes have not 
restrained or bound him as they have other art- 
ists. Young has used his success as the reliable 
foundation to shove off of in search of where he 
hasn’t been before to do what he hasn’t done. 

Ironically, music writers who routinely 
chide talents for not taking chances, after 
acknowledging and even admiring Young for 
his commitment to the new, as often as not 
then criticize or dismiss the work itself. Rarely 
has the critical community so poorly served 
an artist into the fifth decade of a stellar 
career. Abstractly approving his attitude of 
innovation, they seem in reality not to trust 
him, being far more comfortable with where 
he has been than where he is going. Citing 
specific critical responses to his current solo 
tour would just be setting up straw men - not 
that I’m above that, but not this time. 

On this Twisted Road tour, Young per- 
formed at Bass Concert Hall this past Saturday 
evening, June 5. This time around, he’s per- 
forming solo but electric as well as acoustic. 
As noted on one of the T-shirts being sold, “I 
said solo. . . They said acoustic.” 

In Toronto for the film festival seven years 
ago, Young did a live performance of Greendale 


because Bernard Shakey’s film 
version was premiering. My 
sense of the critical response 
to both the show and the album 
was that it had been mixed, tilt- 
ing toward the negative. This wasn’t 
the result of a careful sampling or even 
based on certain trusted critics’ reactions; it 
was a general sense. I know that regularly I 
have a not-quite-subconscious sense of criti- 
cal response to a book, movie, play, album, 
performance, etc. In so many ways, this is 
the most insidious of the kinds of influence 
a critic can assert. The problem and fault is 
mine; critics don’t do this intentionally. It is 
odd how it accumulates. 

Invited to Young’s concert, I figured: “How 
bad could it be? It’s Neil Young!” The show 
knocked me out. It was a high school musi- 
cal laid over a rock & roll hayride. All in the 
extended Young team had roles - roadies, 
musicians, sound men, and backup singers. It 
was a blast. Naturally, one of the criticisms was 
that it was like a high school musical. Yes! Yes! 

When and where you least expect it, some- 
times the culture can still surprise you. This 
was as much fun as I’d had at a rock concert 
in years. Not that I don’t enjoy live music, but 
rarely am I so surprised or do I just smile as 
much as I did watching Greendale. 

The next day, being interviewed by Elvis 
Mitchell, Young talked about how great it 
was to perform Greendale. Without making 
a big deal about it, he noted how obviously 
the performance was like a high school musi- 
cal, its sensibility more “come on, gang, let’s 
put on a show” than exhibiting any theatrical 
sophistication or pretentious refinement. 

What he especially loved was that he got to 
play 10 new songs. As a result, he didn’t feel 
as though he was in a Neil Young cover band. 

The current tour features seven new songs. 

As it was Saturday night in Bass, with 
Young alone on the stage making music and 
entertaining, so it had always been in his 
life. The same smashed against the different; 
stagnation is not just apocalyptic but simply 
unacceptable. Young’s work is all part of a liv- 
ing, ongoing, creative quest. As interested as 
he is in music, he is just as taken with overall 
presentation - with tones, sound, noise, and 
textures. His songs are more than just words 
and music; there’s sound, content, meaning, 
the profound, and the personal. He is never 
where he was, but where he has been has 
always informed his work. 

The stage set was eloquent - minimal yet 
dense, simple yet complex. During opening 
act Bert Jansch and while we were waiting for 
Young, the stage was mostly dark. There were 
a number of instruments set about, including a 
pump organ, piano, and organ. There were a few 
hanging faux Tiffany lamps, making it look like 
an exaggerated living room. It was neither Mad 


Hatter excess nor The Cabinet of 
Dr. Caligari weirdness but rather 
a designer who just didn’t care 
much about proportions. 

The show began silent and 
in the dark. Young wandered out 
almost casually from backstage. The 
audience erupted into wave after wave of 
applause and cheers. 

Young sat down on a chair, picked up an 
acoustic guitar. The show opened with “My 
My, Hey Hey (Out of the Blue)” followed by 
“Tell Me Why.” But this is not a review of the 
show; see Live Shots, Music, p.56, for Raoul 
Hernandez’s take or online for any number of 
critical reactions. This is . . . well, I’m not sure. 

Even illuminated, the stage was more blacks, 
whites, and grays, with shifting and redefined 
shadows, silhouettes, and patterns of black 
and white. There were four large, rectangular 
screens at the back of the stage that were being 
projected on (from behind and in front), offer- 
ing rich color, sometimes subdued but used to 
effect as visual emphasis, with long explosive 
runs of colors or black and white. 

Young is always the artist and the showman, 
intensely focused on his songs but also conscious 
of the visual dynamics. Though he embraced the 
demeanor of a folkie, Young’s performance, the 
lighting, and his presence, whether he was just 
sitting or moving about the stage, found him 
more often than not in an iconic classic rock 
stance without ever seeming posed. 

In a set filled with both new and old songs, 
Young played acoustic and electric guitar, 
harmonica, organ, pump organ, and piano. 
Often, if not watching, a listener might realize 
that the music was being played by only one 
performer; with the new songs, and especially 
in the older ones, he often pushed the edge 
of the envelope, offering new musical textures 
that recast them. 

Over the years, I’ve been fortunate enough to 
become friends with Eliot Roberts, Young’s man- 
ager. I had a drink (7UP) with Eliot on Saturday 
afternoon before the concert; we talked about 
Joni Mitchell, Bob Dylan, and Neil (Roberts 
has managed Young for 40 years and managed 
Mitchell for 20 years). Several times during our 
talk, he would bring the subject back to Young’s 
show that evening at Bass Concert Hall, empha- 
sizing that it was such a knockout, exciting 
show. Sure, Roberts is Young’s manager, but this 
wasn’t the standard “my act is fantastic” schtick 
- and, regardless, he is to be trusted. Early on, 
he made it clear that it wasn’t acoustic and 
that Young conceived the show as a whole - a 
carefully thought-through performance piece as 
much as a concert. 

“When you leave the show, you’re going to 
want to go create something,” he said. Roberts 
was dead-on, as usual.

Some think we need to elect 
someone from the chamber to ensure chamber 
support for a tax election, if, as expected, the 
Legislature slashes ACC’s state funding. But if 
the chamber doesn’t support adequate funding 
for ACC, the chamber has no sense of self- 
interest, since ACC is the chief trainer of this 
area’s work force. I think the chamber is smart 
enough to understand what’s in the interest of 
this area’s employers, even if it doesn’t have 
one of its own on the ACC board. Second, it 
troubles me that Mr. Reiter missed most of 
the Democratic club forums, as well as the 
ACC Faculty Senate forum and the ACC Adjunct 
Faculty forum. If Mr. Reiter doesn’t have time to 
campaign for the ACC board, what should make 
anyone think that he has time to serve?

MORE ON OLIGARCHY

Michael Ventura’s Oligarchy segments are 
motivating, although filled with blame and resent- 
ment. His final piece has substance [“Letters at 
3AM: In the Margins of Oligarchy,” June 4]. In the 
second segment [“Letters at 3AM: A Paradox 
of Oligarchy,” May 21], Michael properly touts 
the success of the Gl Bill but forgets that for 
every positive government program, there are 
far too many failures. Michael pinpoints the root 
cause of California’s failure as Proposition 13, 
which reduced California property tax revenues. 
The good news for California is that, thanks to 
Proposition 13, the per capita property tax bur- 
den ranks California 28th. That brought about 
a boom in California’s economy over the next 
several decades. During that time, the state 
government embarked on a spending binge 


and eventually found itself unable to fulfill its 
spending commitments. Michael identified this 
condition as "riches going to Top Tier and the 
Professional Tier,” but I call it bad governance. As 
for the question “If I am not my brother’s keeper, 
what am I?”: We are all our brothers’ keepers, 
but the devil’s in the details. As one anonymous 
American once said, “Welfare should be a safety 
net, not a hammock.”

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However, as the meeting began, I began to wonder why the city 
invited us. 

Environmentalists wanted this position and were a main reason 
it was created. Yet the only way our opinion was solicited was 
through a small comment form that rated each of the finalists. 
The form did not even have a place for the people filling it out to 
identify themselves. The forms were not strictly monitored, so it 
was quite possible for one person to hand in several (or in theory 
dozens) of forms, which would exaggerate their influence. 

When I asked what would become of these comment forms, I 
was told by city staff that they would all be read by the city man- 
ager. I wondered aloud if the staff was insulting my intelligence, 
that a busy city manager who oversees 24 or so departments 
would have time to read dozens of anonymous forms. 

And assuming for the sake of argument that he did, does this 
substitute for direct input from the constituency that asked for this 
position in the first place? In several past situations, environmen- 
talists have actually been appointed to interview committees to 
give direct input into the hiring process. 

This time, we have been brushed out of the way, without being 
allowed real input in the hiring. The form is a poor (some would say 
ridiculous) substitute for direct involvement.

> Voters head to the polls Saturday, June 12, to 
decide the run-off elections for open seats on 
the boards of the Austin Independent School 
District and Austin Community College.

Austin Community College

Bad Advice 

A few questions about the city’s designated experts

I was out of town when the ongoing aftermath of 
the Nathaniel Sanders II police shooting and subse- 
quent KeyPoint review (and its eventually unsuc- 
cessful suppression) descended into farce, with the 
embarrassed retirement of City Attorney David 
Smith followed by a brace of council brief- 
ings and press conferences devoted to 
trying to explain what went wrong. The 
current official consensus appears to 
be that what went wrong was David 
Smith. That explanation has the advan- 
tages of both hindsight and official 
scapegoating: If it weren’t for that dog- 
gone Smith and his bad advice, the city of 
Austin wouldn’t be looking for all the world 
like the south side of a horse traveling north. 

If only it were that easy. 

While I had no great affection for Smith or his 
legal department, I’ll resist the urge to kick him now 
that he’s gone - that job has already been claimed 
by local “activists” calling for his pension and his 
public humiliation. In any case, my pinch hitter, 
City Hall Hustler Wells Dunbar, did a thorough job 
in this space a couple of weeks ago reviewing the 
public litany of some of Smith’s highly dubious legal

counsel, which culminated in his bizarre conclusion 
that the KeyPoint report on the Sanders shooting 
must be withheld not only from the public, but from 
the City Council that commissioned it. City Manager 
Marc Ott is reportedly still in the midst of trying 
to explain to Mayor Lee Leffingwell just how 
that patently absurd decision came to be 
made, and we can all look forward 
eagerly to how that turns out. 

r| Nor have we heard the end of the 
Sanders shooting, the subject of a fed- 
eral lawsuit by Sanders’ family that will 
undoubtedly reveal even more about the 
city’s bureaucratic procedures, although it 
will do nothing to undo the series of bad deci- 
sions - on all sides - that led to Sanders’ death. 

Telescopic Hindsight

> CITY BUDGET: WHAT TO CUT? City Manager Marc Ott deliv- 
ered a budget development update to City Council this week - a 
memo outlining some $28.5 million in potential cuts. With a def- 
icit estimated between $11 million and $28 million, dependent 
on the property tax rate council selects, Ott presented a “menu” 
of 39 reductions predicated on last fiscal year’s round of pro- 
posed cuts, totaling $9.3 million. Also included was a list of 
“unmet service demands” - previously allocated funding for pro- 
grams and council priorities not yet implemented - totaling 
$19.2 million and 197.5 new positions. Reductions include sus- 
pending the Trail of Lights, eliminating co-sponsorship of spe- 
cial events, reducing pool and library hours, delaying the 2011 
police cadet class one year, and converting two fire engines to 
medical response units. Unmet service demands include cuts to 
parks and pools maintenance, police positions, council’s “four 
person staffing” resolution on fire engines, Code Compliance, 
internal departments like Human Resources, and more. The 
city’s first public budget forum will be 6pm Tuesday, June 15, 

at the Austin Convention Center; submit feedback online at 
www.cityofaustin.org/citymgr/budget_input.htm. - W.D. 

> CITY BUDGET: WHAT TO ADD? Austin’s Public Safety Com- 
mission passed a motion on June 7 recommending that the city 
increase staffing in all three public safety departments, which 
may be at odds with City Manager Marc Ott’s belt-tightening 
mantra (see above). With fiscal concerns in mind, commission- 
ers are recommending that the city hire 100 officers over the 
next fiscal year, starting with 50 by March 1, 2011. Adding the 
additional officers would “meet immediate needs,” Commission- 
er Mike Levy told the panel. (According to preliminary crime stats 
released in April, Austin saw an uptick in crime in 2009, led by a 
7.2% increase in property crimes.) The commission emphasized 
that the city should be aware that up to 400 additional officers 
may be needed over the next three to four years. It also recom- 
mended that the city provide 24-hour staffing for EMS stations 
at Harris Branch and Harris Ridge. For the Austin Fire Depart- 
ment, the commission recommended adding one new Hazardous 
Materials/Special Operations unit per year for the next three 
years, along with the six additional firefighters it would take to 
staff each new unit. Moreover, AFD needs to add at least one 
additional firefighter a year for as many years as it takes to 
make sure there is four-person staffing on existing units. To do 
that, 15 additional firefighters will be needed. - Jordan Smith 

> SMILE: YOU’RE ON CRIME CAMERA In other public safety news, 

APD Assistant Chief Al Eells told the Public Safety Commission on 
Monday that all is on track to get new crime surveillance carnet 
as up and running by the end of the year. Right now police say 
they have community support for cameras to be placed some- 
where in the area of Rundberg and 1-35 and in the Downtown area. 
Exact locations are unknown, but previous talk of putting cameras 
at 12th and Chicon has apparently petered out for now. Eells said 
a Public Safety Camera Advisory Board - made up of police, law- 
yers, and tech folks - will oversee the project; Eells said he hopes 
to get a draft policy covering camera usage to Chief Art Acevedo by 
the end of June. Not surprisingly, not everyone is thrilled by the 
camera plan: John Bush of Texans for Accountable Govern- 
ment noted that federal studies of their efficacy is mixed at best. 
Like Debbie Russell of the Austin chapter of the American Civil 
Liberties Union of Texas, Bush also has concerns about the cam- 
eras infringing on individual privacy rights. While an individual 
might not have a right to privacy in public, argued Russell, there 
may be questions about the right to retain anonymity even in pub- 
lic spaces, of particular concern if the cameras will run facial rec- 
ognition software. Police say they will continue to update the com- 
mission as the proposal progresses. - J.S. 


HISTORY ABATED 

Council returns to the vexing question of historic zoning

With all apologies to the State Board of Education, we can 
do a dustup over historic standards pretty well ourselves here 
in Austin. 

The quandary over historic landmark zoning returns to 
City Council this Thursday, June 10, albeit in a more proactive 
manner than the last time it received similar scrutiny. That 
would be toward the end of 2009, when in one meeting coun- 
cil was inundated by 25 historic zoning requests intended for 
approval before the beginning of 2010 - so the tax benefits 
granted to historic properties could take effect. 

Those tax exemptions provide a 100% exemption on the 
structure itself and 50% on the land, up to the greater of 
$2,000 or half the property taxes before any exemptions. And 
the break doesn’t only apply to the city tax rolls but also to 
Travis County, Austin Community College, and Austin 
Independent School District ad valorem taxes. (AISD halves its 
cap to 50% of the structure’s value and 25% of the land.) 
While ostensibly offered to offset the cost of maintaining 
the property in historic style, most landmarks are sited 
in tony neighborhoods like Pemberton Heights and 
Old Enfield - historic ones, you dig? And with an 
overall tax drain estimated at $1 million to the 
city, council is poised to put limits on its previ- 
ously permissive program. 

Item 29, proposed by Council Member Bill 
Spelman, would act on recommendations 
Planning and Development Review Department 
Director Greg Guernsey made to council last 
month: limiting owner-initiated historic landmark nomina- 
tions to three a month (a number “more in keeping with the 
number of landmark designations in years past,” Guernsey 
writes), limiting the number of cases in existing National 
Register historic districts or local historic districts (like land- 
mark-choked Pemberton Heights) to one per month, and limit- 
ing the yearly property tax exemption to a set amount. 

Spelman’s item does all that via a code amendment, set 
to expire at the end of 2011, that creates the three- and one- 
month limits. In the meantime, it directs the city manager to 
work with the Historic Landmark Commission in crafting 
“recommendations concerning allocation of city resources 
for historic preservation purposes and the formula for tax 
incentives for preserving historic structures,” with that pro- 
posal due by the end of 2010. 

But while the two-part proposal - immediately capping 
abatements while allowing for a more nuanced view to 
emerge - looks like a compromise, council member and 
neighborhood association champion Laura Morrison is con- 
cerned that abrupt changes may impact the economic bene- 
fits of historic preservation - federal Preserve America 
grants, robust property values, and the like. “While I can 
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appreciate the thought of trying to get a bigger picture look at 
what we’re doing with tax exemptions, we really need to think 
about it in the broader context. The bottom line is historic 
preservation brings many benefits to the community, not only 
in terms of character and sense of place, but also economic 
benefits.” Morrison says she’ll move that “we look at an eco- 
nomic analysis in the broader context, to look at costs and 
benefits, not just the cost.” 

But while Morrison is worried the proposals may go too far, 
others fear they don’t go nearly far enough. ChangeAustin 
activist Brian Rodgers, whose organization has recently 
trained its sights on tax appraisal inconsistencies and proper- 
ty tax protests, writes that Guernsey’s recommendations - 
which don’t address the arguably light criteria for historic land- 
mark zoning status (being at least 50 years old and possess- 
ing some architectural, historic, archaeological, or community 
“significance,” etc.) - are “virtually meaningless.” In Rodgers’ 
opinion, problems with the program are numerous: “The cri- 
teria for ‘historic’ [are] too low; homes that have been 
altered and don’t even comply with the city’s flimsy 
requirements have received historic zoning,” as 
approved homes can make several interior 
upgrades if they don’t interfere with the home’s 
historic street appearance; and more. “There is 
no worthy public policy behind granting tax 

r breaks to these homes, as they are not at risk of 
demolition because the highest and best use of 
these West Austin mansions is continued use as a 
single-family mansion. So why give tax breaks to home- 
owners who don’t need them and who would be maintaining 
the property anyway?” 

Rodgers also contends that limiting the number of historic 
zoning approvals will mean homeowners “with the best lobby- 
ists or ‘consultants’” - individuals that will see a homeown- 
er’s application through the city, in exchange for a portion of 
the tax abatement - will receive the tax breaks, “making the 
unfairness even worse.” 

This latest tax abatement debate arrives in the shadow of 
yet another looming gap in the city budget, estimated 
between $11 million and $28 million for fiscal year 2011. 
This week, City Manager Marc Ott issued a memo listing 
dozens of potential budget cuts totaling $28.5 million - old 
standbys like cutting library hours, parks maintenance, and 
public safety. Many of the cuts, Ott says, “present difficult 
choices that would negatively impact services - in some 
cases significantly.” (See “Naked City,” left.) This Thursday, 
council has the opportunity to begin fixing a system that 
bestows tax breaks on homeowners that need them least 
and expensive properties that benefit the most. ■

even more hash of the city’s claims that it 
was illegal for outsiders to see the report, and 
Jim Harrington of the Texas Civil Rights 
Project has charged that Acevedo broke state 
law - although Harrington had also sued to 
get the report released, so the mutual finger- 
pointing on the transparency issue is getting 
fairly confusing. 

Because of the pending litigation, Acevedo 
is now referring all inquiries about the mat- 
ter to his boss, Assistant City Manager 
Michael McDonald, and McDonald’s posi- 
tion is that the chief of police has the right 
to get advice wherever he needs it, espe- 
cially from other law enforcement col- 
leagues. “All investigations are under the 
auspices of the police chief, and so he has 
the right to inquire of other departments, 
other professionals,” McDonald told me. 
“Even when I was an assistant chief, I would 
call other departments and ask them how 
they handled certain issues. So he has the 
right to go outside the department, particu- 
larly to another law enforcement entity, and 
get feedback.” 

I’ll let the lawyers work out that one - 
when it comes to reading official reports, I 
say the more the merrier. What puzzles me 
more, and hasn’t yet been the subject of 
much discussion, is the actual substance of 
Golonski’s handwritten notes on Acevedo’s 
KeyPoint copy, which on its face Golonski 
denounces as “The Hubble Telescope of 
20-20 Hindsight.” 

That’s one of his milder remarks - he 
calls several recommendations “B.S.” and 
“lunacy” and refers to the consultants as 
“lazy basterds,” among other things. It’s 
also difficult to know what any investigation 
review - including Golonski’s own - might 
offer other than hindsight. In his notes 
throughout, Golonski takes great pains to 
reimagine the shooting incident at the 
Walnut Creek apartments on Springdale as 
taking place in a deeply gang-infested con- 
text of imminent violent danger to the 
police officers - thereby turning the focus 
away from the shooting of Sanders to some 
potential attack on the police that in fact 
never occurred. That enables him to dismiss 
every conclusion of the report as so much 
armchair second-guessing and “boiler plate,” 
as he reduces the entire causation to the 


single moment that Officer Leonard 
Quintana saw Sanders reach for a gun - 
thereby justifying the shooting. 

Golonski’s notes are dotted with referenc- 
es to “gangsters” and “home boys” and 
“bangers” that imagine a mob scene that was 
never even alleged. At his most hyperbolic, 
Golonski describes Walnut Creek as “Austin’s 
version of Nickerson Gardens” - referring to 
a massive Los Angeles housing project noto- 
rious for gang warfare and assaults on police. 
It’s a comparison so over-the-top and inac- 
curate that it’s difficult to credit anything 
else Golonski says - he’s seeing East Austin 
through the lens of Watts and imagining a 
virtual war zone. Indeed, if the comparison 
were remotely accurate, Quintana and his 
colleagues would have been even more fool- 
hardy and “reckless” - to use the judgment 
applied by KeyPoint - in their thoughtlessly 
casual approach to the incident that ended 
in Sanders’ death. 

No Credibility 

It’s not clear what weight Acevedo 
assigned to Golonski’s notes, although his 
eventual exoneration of Quintana on the 
shooting suggests he agreed at least with 
Golonski’s “split-second” analysis of 
Quintana’s decision to shoot. (In fairness, 
Acevedo also disagreed with KeyPoint’s 
“inconclusive” finding in the 2007 police 
shooting of Kevin Brown, instead firing 
Officer Michael Olsen for failures in tactics 
and judgment.) Presumably, Acevedo may 
eventually get a chance to explain his 
Quintana decision in federal court. 

McDonald says he doesn’t know what 
influence Golonski’s notes had on Acevedo’s 
decision and hasn’t asked him. McDonald 
said that when he himself reviewed Golon- 
ski’s report, he found it “inappropriate and 
unprofessional, and I gave it no credibility.” 

“As I said before,” McDonald told me, 
“certainly when we get feedback we expect 
it to be professional in nature, and some- 
thing that we can use. So we do not support 
the comments and the manner in which 
that feedback came.” One thing is certainly 
clear: In the ongoing official revelations 
concerning the Sanders episode, David 
Smith was far from the only source of really 
bad advice. ■

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AISD Run-off Running Downhill Fast 


The run-off race between Democrat 
Tamala Barksdale and Republican Julie 
Cowan to fill the Austin Independent School 
District board’s at-large Place 9 seat comes 
to an end Saturday, June 12. Yet a race that 
is officially districtwide and nonpartisan has 
become riddled with accusations of localized 
voting blocs and party politics. 

The race’s vitriolic nature became clear 
during the June 2 broadcast of A Neighborly 
Conversation on KOOP 91.7FM, when Cowan 
accused the Chronicle, the Austin-American 
Statesman (which endorsed George W. Bush 
for president), and teacher and staff union 
Education Austin of endorsing Barksdale 
because she’s a Democrat. She blamed 
“people who are working for [Barksdale] and 
their connection with the city government,” 
and in mail pieces she has attacked her 
opponent for her connection to “Austin politi- 
cians who want to maintain the status quo.” 

Barksdale has picked up every major 
media and political endorsement, includ- 
ing Mayor Lee Leffingwell and Mayor Pro 
Tern Mike Martinez, plus the backing of 
the three challengers who failed to get 
through to the second round of the elec- 
tion and outgoing Place 9 incumbent 


Karen Dulaney Smith. As a director of 
marketing for EnviroMedia Social Market- 
ing, Barksdale works with school districts 
around the state, and she worked with 
AISD on the Austin Ad Fed Shadow Day 
mentoring initiative. 

Cowan, on the other hand, has served as 
PTA president at Doss Elementary and 
Murchison Middle schools, PTSA president 
at Anderson High, and as a member of sev- 
eral districtwide committees. Both candi- 
dates have publicly supported balancing 
neighborhood schools with magnet acade- 
mies while opposing school vouchers or 
using public money for charter schools. 
However, Cowan has said she is more open 
to discussion of controversial issues like 
organized prayer in school, intelligent design, 
and historic property-tax exemptions. While 
her experience with district politics and poli- 
cy-building is greater than Barksdale’s, these 
positions, combined with a record of voting 
in GOP primaries, have led to Cowan being 
portrayed as too closely connected with the 
wealthier and more conservative elements of 
West Austin’s population. 

The two candidates do agree that many 
groups in Austin believe their voices are 


ignored by the district - although they may 
differ on precisely which groups. During the 
KOOP broadcast, Barksdale said, “There 
are some people who prey on identity poli- 
tics or the politics of different parts of town 
to achieve some political goal.” After 
the interview, she said she was 
“very sad to see that’s how 
[Cowan] has gone, by taking a 
slam at me and city leaders.” 

By contrast, she said, “I’m 
very proud that, in my cam- 
paign, I haven’t taken a neg- 
ative approach.” 

However, Barksdale sup- 
porters have been circulating 
e-mails from certain Cowan sup- 
porters casting her as an advocate 
specifically for schools in affluent 
areas. The e-mails read, “Our schools 
don’t get much attention - or money - as 
the current board’s focus is on the low/ 
under-performing schools.” The Democratic 
blog Burnt Orange Report headlined the 
e-mails as, “Julie Cowan Supporters Aim for 
Class Warfare in AISD Runoff.” Distancing 
herself from this strategy of highlighting 
what Cowan’s “supporters said or [her] paid 


person said,” Barksdale said she was con- 
centrating on Cowan’s public statements 
and that she was “embarrassed for [Cowan] 
that a supporter of hers was touting her 
candidacy that way.” As for the unsanc- 
tioned campaigning undertaken by support- 
ers in both camps, she said, “You can’t 
help what your supporters do.” Still, 
Barksdale herself has distributed the con- 
troversial e-mails to her supporters. On 
June 3 - two days before the posting at 
Burnt Orange Report - she forwarded them 
to a small number of activists, with the sub- 
ject line, “Is this outreach?” In her introduc- 
tion, she wrote, “The tone of these e-mails 
sent out by Julie’s friend/supports is very 
much - me/mine/ours/us-them - a class 
warfare sort of thing.” 

The background has put some progres- 
sives in the uncomfortable position of 
supporting Barksdale’s candidacy 
while regretting the negative 
campaigning. Mark Yznaga, 
who served with Cowan on 
the 2008 Bond Advisory 
Committee, supports 
Barksdale in the run-off 
and was one of the recipi- 
ents of the June 3 e-mail. 

r He criticized Cowan for not 
distancing herself from the 
campaigning on her behalf 
by conservative supporters and 
home-schooling advocates but 
called the class warfare rhetoric “really 
bizarre.” However, he said he understood why 
the race had become so heated: After eight 
days of early voting, turnout stood at 0.96%, 
meaning the tiniest twitch in the race can 
have a massive impact on the result. He 
added, “With the turnout what it is, virtually 
anything can happen.”

Republicans Go Green 

The Green Party of Texas may have made it onto the November 
ballot, but there’s a question about who put it there. To get ballot 
access in Texas, parties must either receive 5% of votes cast in 
the previous election or present a petition for ballot access with 
43,992 signatures within 75 days of their precinct conventions. 
Traditionally, third parties have had trouble hitting either target, 
but on May 24 the Greens handed 92,000 signatures to the 
secretary of state. 

Chicago-based petition-gathering company Free & Equal Inc. told 
The Dallas Morning News that it had been hired by Arizona-based 
Republican consultant Tim Mooney to collect the signatures. The 
money was to come from Take Initiative America, a Missouri-based 
nonprofit corporation - connected to New York-based hedge fund 
manager Paul Singer - that made national headlines in 2007 for its 
failed efforts to change California’s presidential electoral college 
allocation to benefit Republicans. The Green Party has said it will 
declare the petition as a donation in kind for campaign finance pur- 
poses, but Texas Democratic Party Chair Boyd Richie said it should 
reject the gift to “save their integrity and repudiate petitions that 
undermine democracy and fair elections.” - R.W. 


AISD Schools Avoid. Repurposing 

Austin ISD parents may breathe a little easier: It looks like there 
will be no state-ordered campus repurposing this year. On June 3, the 
Texas Education Agency released the preliminary Texas Assessment 
of Knowledge and Skills scores, which saw performance for all groups 
in all subjects remain static or increase. AISD board of trustees 
President Mark Williams said, “The scores represent quite an achieve- 
ment and a lot of work from students and staff, so congratulations are 
in order.” Last year four high schools (Reagan, Travis, LBJ, and 
Eastside Memorial) and five middle schools (Garcia, Lamar, Martin, 
Mendez, and Pearce) were classified as “academically unacceptable” 
as a result of their TAKS scores. If the current results hold, only one - 
Green Tech at Eastside Memorial - will have failed to reach the mini- 
mum standard of “academically acceptable.” With their improved 
scores, the two campuses most in danger of mandatory state-ordered 
repurposing - Reagan and Pearce - seem to have avoided that threat 
this year. “The temperature might be lower,” Williams said, “but no 
one is saying, ‘Status quo is fine.’” That’s why on June 7 the board 
approved a measure to restrict Pearce to grades seven and eight next 
year as the first stage in converting it to fit into the new Pre-K-8 Early 
College Initiative. - R.W. 


How Low Can Voting 
Numbers Go? 

It would be generous to say that Travis County’s early 
voter turnout for the Austin ISD and Austin Community 
College board run-offs has been pathetic. Just 4,780 peo- 
ple have cast early ballots - a mere 0.96% of the county’s 
registered voters. In other words, not even the attendance 
of a single Lady Longhorns basketball game to decide the 
leadership of districts that serve a combined 123,000 stu- 
dents. Highest turnout has been 818 at the Ben Hur 
Shriners Hall in Allandale; lowest has been a mere 58 at 
Daniel Ruiz Public Library in Montopolis. The AISD race pits 
Julie Cowan against Tamala Barksdale; ACC features David 
Reiter vs. Vic Villarreal. (See our endorsements, p.8, and 
further coverage at austinchronicle.com/elections.) If you 
haven’t cast a ballot yet, please head to the polls Saturday, 
7am-7pm.

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Final Appeals: Powell Set to Die June 15 


Almost certainly, barring an unanticipated 
act of official state mercy, David Lee Powell 
will be executed in Huntsville at 6pm on 
Tuesday, June 15. Powell was convicted in 
1991 of the 1978 murder of Austin Police 
Officer Ralph Ablanedo. After spending 
32 years on death row, he has exhausted 
all his conventional judicial appeals and 
must rely on a potential clemency recom- 
mendation to the governor from the Board 
of Pardons and Paroles - seven people 
appointed by Gov. Rick Perry. 

In theory, clemency does not depend 
upon guilt or innocence, and the BPP mem- 
bers can consider any extrajudicial matter, 
including extenuating circumstances or 
rehabilitation, in making their recommenda- 
tion. In practice, under rare legal examina- 
tion, members of the board have said they 
review the files to confirm that the con- 
demned inmate was indeed convicted and 
sentenced to death 
and that he or she has 
received all “due pro- 
cess of law” - and 
then recommend 
against clemency. 

Under the law, absent 
a board recommenda- 
tion for clemency or 
commutation of sen- 
tence, the governor 
can grant only one 
30-day reprieve. It is 
a process effectively 
designed to confirm 
executions while insu- 
lating the governor 
from accountability. 

“The process is 
nonexistent and 
totally opaque,” said 
Powell’s attorney 
Richard Burr this 
week, although he 
said he has not 
given up on finding 
some way to save Powell. In addition to 
the clemency application currently under 
consideration by the BPR on Tuesday Burr 
filed an appeal brief to the trial court. 

The appeal contests the jury’s finding of 
Powell’s “future dangerousness” - a nec- 
essary requirement of the 
death penalty in Texas. 

Burr says that finding has 
become “materially inac- 
curate” in light of Powell’s 
three decades in prison with an exem- 
plary record of behavior. In the next few 
days, the appeal will likely be considered 
by the state Court of Criminal Appeals, 
and potentially the U.S. Supreme Court, 
although the chances of a ruling favorable 
to Powell remain slim. 

The 45-page clemency application (which 
also features numerous appendices) rests 
largely on abundant testimony of Powell’s 
prison rehabilitation, with witnesses that 
include fellow inmates and correctional offi- 
cers, as well as “free world” sources who 


have known Powell well over many years. 

The inmates describe Powell (sometimes 
called “Professor Powell”) as a man who 
has gone out of his way to atone for his 
crime by teaching inmates to read, providing 
both personal and legal advice, and discour- 
aging violence or conflict, testimony echoed 
by correctional officers, some of whom testi- 
fied at Powell’s 1999 resentencing trial. The 
inmate testimony is typified and summa- 
rized by Charles Thompson, who has 
known Powell since 2001 and describes his 
“personal, legal, spiritual, and intellectual” 
mentorship. “It would be a tremendous loss 
not only to prison society,” said Thompson, 
“but to society as a whole, to take away a 
life that has touched so many lives.” 

The application also cites one juror, 

Gayle Windle, from the 1999 resentencing 
trial, who says she would not have voted for 
a death sentence if life without parole had 
been available as 
an alternative (the 
Legislature enacted 
LWOP in 2005). 
Windle says she 
believes other jurors 
might have concurred, 
and Burr says he is 
trying to contact all 
the jurors for addi- 
tional testimony. 

Finally, the applica- 
tion cites an anony- 
mous Austin police 
officer who wrote to 
say that while he sup- 
ports capital punish- 
ment and believes 
Powell deserved exe- 
cution at the time of 
the murder, he does 
“not think that putting 
him to death today 
will serve any good 
purpose.” The officer 
continues, “The man 
who will be put to death for the killing of 
Ralph Ablanedo is not the man who com- 
mitted the crime. This David Powell is an 
elderly man who has shown what I believe 
to be true understanding and remorse for 
his crime. This is a man who, in my feeble 
view, would not be any type 
of menace to society today 
and is not, in even any small 
way, the guy who killed that 
cop 32 years ago. ... The 
David Lee Powell who sits on death row 
today is not the person who was sentenced 
to death, I fear.” 

If Powell is indeed executed next week, 
concluded Burr this week, “it will not only 
be sad for him and his family and the peo- 
ple who love him most dearly; it’s a sad day 
for all of us. We lose some humanity if we 
can’t find a way to spare David Powell. Even 
if we believe in the death penalty, it seems 
like there’s got to be room for people to 
redeem themselves enough so that we 
don’t kill them.” - Michael King

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Conduct Unbecoming: 
Prosecutor Dealt Another Slap 


For the second time in less than two 
years, Assistant District Attorney Stephanie 
McFarland has been found by a court to 
have engaged in prosecutorial misconduct 
by failing to turn over evidence favorable to 
a defendant. According to a May 28 ruling 
by Travis County District Judge Charlie 
Baird, McFarland “thwarted efforts” by a 
defendant’s attorneys to discover details 
about the state’s key witness in his case, 
evidence that could have changed the out- 
come of his trial. “Prosecutorial misconduct 
will not be condoned or encouraged by this 
Court,” Baird wrote. 

District Attorney Rosemary Lehmberg dis- 
agrees with Baird’s findings. In a statement 
to the Chronicle, Lehmberg said she does not 
believe McFarland intentionally withheld any 
evidence from a defendant. McFarland is a 
“dedicated and ethical prosecutor,” she said. 
“If I thought for a minute that she had inten- 
tionally withheld or suppressed evidence 
favorable to a defendant, she would no lon- 
ger be working in my office.” 

At issue was the 2006 conviction of 
Danish Sheikh for allegedly strangling his 
girlfriend in a parking garage in 2005. Sheikh 
was convicted and sentenced to five years 
probation, but Baird’s ruling overturns that 
verdict. Crucial to the conviction was whether 
there was any medical evidence that his 
then-girlfriend, Eiko Blaney (who survived 
the attack and testified at Sheikh’s trial), had 
been manually strangled. The first physician 
to see her at Seton Medical Center, Dr. Alois 
Duska, said there was no such evidence. 
Forensic pathologist Dr. Charles Welti shared 
the same opinion and also said he did not 
believe the state’s key witness, Dr. Michael 
Edwards, had the experience to determine 
that Blaney had been strangled. 


The state relied heavily on Edwards’ self- 
professed expertise and training in emergen- 
cy room medicine to build its case: At 
Sheikh’s 2006 trial, Edwards testified to his 
extensive training and said that he’d actually 
served as “chief” of the Ben Taub Hospital 
ER in Flouston - “the fourth busiest trauma 
hospital in the United States,” Edwards said. 

As it turned out, Edwards hadn’t actually 
been chief of the ER, although that wasn’t 
something Sheikh’s attorneys, Joe Turner and 
Terry Kirk, knew at the time. In fact, it wasn’t 
until well after Sheikh was convicted that his 
appeal attorneys, David Botsford and Rick 
Wetzel, discovered that the state had with- 
held from Turner and Kirk a copy of Edwards’ 
curriculum vitae. Turner and Kirk had asked for 
one, but McFarland told them the state did not 
have one available. The state did receive 
Edwards’ vitae during the trial, a day after 
Edwards testified, but failed to turn it over to 
Turner and Kirk. Had the attorneys seen the 
document at trial, they testified at a 2009 
hearing in Baird’s court, they would have had 
the opportunity to impeach Edwards’ testimony 
and perhaps change the outcome of the trial. 

Indeed, Baird noted in his ruling, Sheikh’s 
case came down to a battle of experts, which 
he said McFarland clearly recognized 
because in her closing arguments to the jury 
she highlighted Edwards’ self-professed 
expertise as important to the state’s case. 
“McFarland’s misconduct went to the heart of 
the controversy,” Baird wrote. “She thwarted 
efforts by [Sheikh’s] trial counsel to discover 
such favorable evidence. And she specifically 
relied on the credentials trial counsel was 
unable to challenge on cross-examination in 
urging the jury to convict.” 

As noted above, this is the second time that 
a court reviewing McFarland’s trial work has con- 


cluded that she engaged in behavior designed 
to deny a defendant access to favorable evi- 
dence. In early 2009, a three-judge panel of 
the 3rd Court of Appeals ruled McFarland had 
withheld evidence from Laura Ashley Hall, who 
was accused of helping Colton Pitonyak flee 
to Mexico after the murder and dismemberment 
of Jennifer Cave in Pitonyak’s West Campus 
apartment. They found that McFarland withheld 
statements a witness said Flail made to her 
after the killing and withheld information about 
another witness’ inability to pick out Flail in a 
lineup. Flail has been granted a new sentencing 
trial, slated to begin June 28. Meanwhile, attor- 
ney Joe Janies Sawyer, who represents Flail, 
is asking Judge Wilford Flowers to remove 
McFarland from the Flail case. 


In his ruling last week, Baird concluded 
McFarland’s actions were serious enough for 
him to vacate Sheikh’s conviction. But Lehm- 
berg, after reviewing the ruling, said she 
believes Baird overemphasized the impor- 
tance of Edwards’ resume. “Flowever,” she 
said, “judges are granted broad discretion in 
matters such as these,” though she does 
not believe that McFarland did anything 
unethical. More important, she said, is the 
fact Sheikh’s conviction was overturned: “We 
need to focus on what is really important in 
this matter, and this is Danish Sheikh,” she 
said in the statement. “We intend to retry 
Sheikh because we believe he is dangerous 
and needs to be supervised.”

Central Texas Cities Growing Up 


No place in Central Texas wants to be 
a bedroom community anymore. Instead, 
cities now aspire to become complete 
“live-work-play” destinations - that was 
the common message delivered by sev- 
eral mayors of midsized cities at a 
regional mayors forum hosted June 8 by 
the Real Estate Council of Austin. 

“Building a city is not just about build- 
ings; it’s about people,” said San Marcos 
Mayor Susan Narvaiz, who explained to 
the developer crowd that her city is 
adopting a form-based code, diversifying its housing, and implementing a downtown 
master plan. Cedar Park Mayor Bob Lemon said his city is adding “two pillars of being a 
destination city”: the Cedar Park Center for the Texas Stars hockey team and Schlitterbahn 
Cedar Park. Jeff Coleman, mayor of fast-growing Pflugerville, said his city’s updated 
20-year comprehensive plan for mixed-use growth should be adopted within 90 days, 
while Georgetown Mayor George Garver attested to the power of a historic town square 
and traditional neighborhoods, with older homes, to attract economic development. 

“We’re looking for growth that’s slow enough to manage effectively,” he said. Round Rock 
Mayor Alan McGraw - who organized a Learning From Bigger Cities forum in February 
after hearing testimony from big city mayors in Washington, D.C., and thinking, “Oh crap, 
is that really what we have to look forward to?” - had this to add: “Focus on quality.” 
(Austin Mayor Lee Leffingwell missed the event, though he has been meeting with Central 
Texas mayors of late to discuss related connectivity issues.) - Katherine Gregor 



Jail Numbers Down ... for Now 


Travis County has seen a dramatic drop in its 
jail population, following a national trend showing 
local jail populations dropping over the last year for 
the first time in more than a decade, according to 
stats released last week by the federal Bureau of 
Justice Statistics. Overall, the BJS reports, the 
local jail population nationwide was down 2.3%, for 
a total of 767,620 inmates held as of midyear 
2009. Since 2000, the jail population has 
increased by about 3% each year. 

From mid-2007 to 2009, Austin’s local jail popula- 
tion declined a whopping 16.7%. As of last summer, 
the average daily jail population was down to 2,459 
inmates, and the county’s jail occupancy rate declined 
to 82% last year - no small feat for a county jail sys- 
tem that has struggled in the past with overcrowding. 

Why the decrease? Likely a combination of fac- 
tors, says Travis County Sheriff’s Office spokesman 
Roger Wade. Local jail diversion programs have 
played a part, as has the Texas Department of 
Criminal Justice moving more quickly to transfer 
prisoners from county jail to state prison after sen- 


tences have been meted out. “All that combined to 
help reduce the population,” says Wade. 

Still, he notes that already the jail has seen an 
upswing in numbers since last summer. Bookings 
have steadily increased, he says. General popula- 
tion increase could be one reason. With current 
arrest numbers up, Wade also predicts jail popula- 
tion numbers will increase in the future. 

Indeed, crime did increase in Austin in 2009, 
despite a decline nationwide, according to the 
FBI’s latest crime stats released in late May. 
According to the annual preliminary uniform 
crime report, violent crime in the U.S. dropped 
5.5% in 2009, while property crimes decreased 
4.9%. Unfortunately, in Austin both categories 
nosed upward: violent crime was up 2.3% (led 
by increases in aggravated assault and robbery), 
while property crimes (led by theft and burglary) 
rose 7.2%. The FBI also reports that while arson 
declined 10.4% nationally last year, arson reports 
in Austin were up 10.3%, from 87 reports in 2008 
to 96 last year. - J.S. 
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Attorneys File Final Arguments in Dunn Case 

With a decision still pend- 
ing in the civil service case 
of former Austin Police 
Department Internal Affairs 
Detective Chris Dunn, who 
was fired last year for exhib- 
iting bias in an investigation

Art Acevedo’s decision to 
fire him. The lack of specificity violates civil 
service law, said Stribling, arguing that the 
error warrants setting aside the main charge 
against Dunn - that he violated department 
policy pertaining to “impartial attitude.” 
Instead of specifics, Stribling argues, the 
disciplinary memo describing the reasons 
for Dunn’s termination is nothing more than 
“4V2 pages of narrative fraught with conclu- 
sions and hyperbole.” 

In firing Dunn, Acevedo said the detective 
exhibited bias in favor of Officer Leonardo 
Quintana in a now-infamous May 13, 2009, 
e-mail Dunn wrote to colleagues two days 
after the shooting, in which he suggested 
that getting Sanders’ probation records 
might help make him “a causation” of the 
deadly event. Further, according to the city, 
Dunn improperly attempted to bias the inter- 
nal inquiry by compelling his colleagues to 
ignore certain questions that the depart- 
ment’s legal adviser, Michael Cronig, thought 
should be asked of Quintana during his 
Internal Affairs interview. (For more on 


Dunn’s case, see “Cutting on the Bias,” 

April 30.) 

But Stribling argues that the specifics of 
those two actions are not laid out suffi- 
ciently in the disciplinary memo - a memo 
he said was ambiguous and filled with “pur- 
ple prose.” Assistant City Attorney Constance 
Acosta counters that the facts in question 
are contained in the memo. 

As for the alleged bias demonstrated in 
the May 13 e-mail, Stribling argues that 
Dunn was only looking to gather facts. For 
example, if the probation records had 
shown Sanders and his companions were 
in compliance with terms of probation, any 
notion of causation would be moot; 

Stribling wrote, “Obtaining factual informa- 
tion is not bias.” Moreover, he argued that 
Dunn understands the e-mail was “poorly 
worded” and “created a perception of bias” 
in some minds. As such, Dunn does not 
contest the other charge brought against 
him, that he damaged the credibility of the 
department. Flowever, Stribling contends, 


Dunn’s termination was exces- 
sive for that infraction. 

Acosta countered that the 
e-mail did in fact exhibit actu- 
al bias and also demonstrated 
a “pattern based on previous 
practice.” She noted that two 
county prosecutors testified at 
Dunn’s arbitration hearing that 
they had problems with his 
work when he was a sex 
crimes investigator; one testi- 
fied that Dunn had actually 
pressured a victim into mak- 
ing a false identification in a 
lineup. (Still unclear, however, 
is whether either of those 
prosecutors ever communicat- 
ed their concerns about Dunn 
to their supervisors or to any- 
one at APD.) In the Sanders 
case, Acosta said, Dunn “took 
it upon himself to initiate a 
chain of events that would cause the singular 
most catastrophic damage to the APD in any- 
one’s current institutional memory.” (Given the 
disaster with the release of the KeyPoint 
investigation into the Sanders shooting and a 
handful of other recent APD low points, that 
assessment is certainly debatable.) 

A decision is expected later this month.

Another Aftershock: APD Commander Resigns 

The fallout from the May 2009 Austin Police shooting death of Nathaniel Sanders II appears to 
have claimed another victim with the abrupt resignation last week of Cmdr. Charles Johnson, who 
rewrote significant portions of the Internal Affairs investigation into the shooting by former Officer 
Leonardo Quintana. The commander’s last day on the job was June 5. 

Johnson was the supervisor over IA at the time of the shooting; during the arbitration hearing for 
former Detective Chris Dunn, who was fired for allegedly inserting his bias into the review of 
Quintana’s actions during the shooting, Johnson testified that he had been concerned about a num- 
ber of leading questions Dunn and other IA detectives had asked Quintana. Johnson said it was 
“clear to me early on” that the IA investigators believed that Quintana’s “actions were not in viola- 
tion of policy” and that the detectives conducted their investigation with that result in mind. Where 
Dunn and his fellow investigators, Lt. Shawn Harkin and Sgt. Andy Westbrook, saw no violations of 
policy, Johnson did. The IA investigators determined that Quintana had not violated policies related 
to tactics and training, but Johnson disagreed and rewrote the IA report, concluding that Quintana 
had failed to act in accordance with his training. (For more on Johnson’s conclusions, see 
“Uncoordinated and Exposed,” April 30.) 

Why Johnson decided to retire last week is unclear, but sources have suggested that he might 
have been under pressure to do so because of testimony he gave at Dunn’s hearing in April. 

Johnson testified that he thought not only had Dunn demonstrated bias, but that Harkin, the lead IA 
investigator on the case, had also injected preconceived notions into the inquiry. Although policy 
would require Johnson to report his concerns, he told Dunn’s attorney that he never said anything 
to Chief Art Acevedo because he knew Harkin was set to retire. - J.S.

The links between urban design and public health 


Do you know why these people look healthy and happy? Because they’re not sitting in their cars. 


“Driving makes you fat.” 

That blunt assertion, by keynote speaker 
Lawrence Frank, captured the nut of the 
argument at New Urbanism: Rx for Healthy 
Places, the 18th national conference of the 
Congress for the New Urbanism. Held in 
Atlanta May 19-22, CNU 18 was co-organized 
with the national Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. Both organizations 
address public health through the design of 
the built environment, as well as human-pow- 
ered transportation. National experts spoke 
to about 1,300 attendees - including a 
dozen or so from Austin - about how walk- 
able, bikable compact communities encour- 
age healthy lifestyles, where physical activity 
is part of everyday life. Participants consid- 
ered how compact traditional neighborhoods 
and communities, where residents can walk 
to a corner store and have only a short com- 
mute (e.g., the kind of places where most 
presuburbia Americans lived), can reduce 
obesity, diabetes, asthma, cancer, and nation- 
al health care costs. 

Frank, a professor of sustainable transpor- 
tation at the University of British Columbia, 
spoke alongside his co-authors of the book 
Urban Sprawl and Public Health: 
Designing, Planning, and Building for 
Healthy Communities - physician Howard 
Frumkin, who established and now leads the 
CDC’s Healthy Community Design initiative, 
and Richard Jackson, chair of Environmental 
Health Sciences at UCLA’s School of Public 
Health - on the message, “Everything is con- 
nected with everything.” Frumkin said 37 
states now have “no child left inside” pro- 
grams to encourage young people to get out- 
doors and exercise. Unfortunately, in cities 
with polluted air (like Austin on Ozone Watch 
days), health risks from air pollution can 
increase with outdoor activities. The 
Environmental Protection Agency warns that 
young children, especially those with asthma, 
shouldn’t exercise outside when ozone levels 
are high, and the risks rise with exposure to 
particulate matter, as occurs immediately 


adjacent to highways. (So, for 
example, should Austin be 
investing in a Waller Creek 
hike-and-bike trail in the shad- 
ow of 1-35?) 

Presenters cited data show- 
ing a clear association, 
although not always causation, 
between development pat- 
terns, transportation patterns, 
and public health. Frumkin 
described the CDC’s recent 
work on encouraging walking 
to public transit stops and 
schools and discouraging car- 
based sprawl as a national 
health initiative. “The growing 
partnership between health 
professionals and those in 
design, planning, and architec- § 
ture," he said, “reflects our § 
many shared goals and the < 

many synergies between our § 

two worlds.” 

Traffic fatalities are the 
leading cause of death for 
America’s young people between the ages of 
3 and 33 - by reducing vehicle miles traveled, 
we might well save lives. For example, Frumkin 
said, if the whole country had proportionately as 
few car-crash deaths as transit-rich Portland, 
Ore., the U.S. could save 15,000 lives a year. 
By contrast, the car-crash rate of sprawling 
Atlanta, nationally extrapolated, yields 15,000 
additional deaths. 

Frank advocates improving public health by 
designing streets in old-fashioned networks, 
with lots of intersections that invite biking, 
walking, and short neighborhood trips, that 
are more efficient than systems based on 
highways, collectors, and arterials. (See his 
slide show at www.cnu.org/node/3220.) 

Research also reflects that transit 
users walk more. CDC research in Atlanta 
showed that transit users are 3.4 times 
more likely than car commuters to get the 
recommended 30 minutes a day of physical 


activity. Higher residential density, com- 
mercial density, mixed-use development, 
and neighborhood street networks each 
statistically correlate, to some degree, 
with increased walking by adults (often to 
and from transit stops) and by children (to 
school). Based on these findings, Frank 
advocates that all governmental transporta- 
tion investments consider health as well 
as environmental outcomes, including likely 
health care costs. He specifically lauded a 
federal effort to link health, transportation, 
economic, and job growth issues. “Frame 
it in terms of broad goals that work across 
what a lot of different people care about,” 
he said, with a note of encouragement to 
professionals to work “across silos,” or 
outside their areas of specialization: “If 
you’re not working outside your comfort 
zone much of the time, you’re not being 
brave enough.” 

Shaw Shuffled. 

Margaret Shaw, a familiar face to City Council 
as head of Neighborhood Housing & Community 
Development, was transferred out of that position 
June 7. In a June 1 memo to council, City 
Manager Marc Ott wrote that Shaw “will be 
transferring to Economic Growth and Redevelop- 
ment Services as a Senior Program Manager.” 
Assistant NH&CD Director Betsy Spencer has 
been appointed acting director, while Rebecca 
Giello, a manager, is now assistant director. Shaw 
has an impressive resume, having worked for the 
city from 1998 to 2002 before returning in 
2006. Prior to that, she worked for the Executive 
Office of the President, Office of Management 
and Budget, in Washington, D.C., from 1991 to 
1995. According to City Hall tip sheet In Fact 
Daily, “Well-placed sources indicated that Shaw 
clashed with [Marc Ott’s] Chief of Staff Anthony 
Snipes as well as some of her employees and 
members of the public.” - Wells Dunbar 


At an opening night discussion promot- 
ing bicycling, musician and author David 
Byrne recognized Austin Bicycle Program 
Manager Annick Beaudet, lauding her 
work to bring the first bicycle boulevard to 
Austin. (From Atlanta, Beaudet flew to New 
York the next day to receive an internation- 
al award for the Austin bicycling program, 
alongside acting Assistant City Manager 
Howard Lazarus.) 

Even the senior advocacy group AARP 
joined the New Urbanist cause. The AARP 
endorses the concept of traditional neigh- 
borhoods and “livable communities” - with 
places to shop for those who can’t drive 
and opportunities to socialize - because 
they reduce stress and isolation among 
the elderly. And the American Cancer 
Society was on hand to disseminate 
research findings on the link between sed- 
entary lifestyles and various health prob- 
lems, including obesity. 

Frank and a number of other speakers 
noted that reducing auto dependency will 
improve public health by improving air quali- 
ty, pointing to significant cuts in air emis- 
sions - and pollution-related disease - 
achievable by reducing the number and dis- 
tance of commuting trips. Jackson also 
argued for informed transportation and 
development patterns as weapons to fight 
the U.S. asthma epidemic, diabetes (the 
disease has doubled in the last 10 years, he 
said), and obesity, while protecting the envi- 
ronment and the climate. Public policy that 
gets people out of their cars does it all, as 
he put it: “The Clean Air Act meets the obe- 
sity epidemic.” With 20% of federal spending 
now devoted to health care costs and 
threats from unaddressed global warming 
imminent, he said, “the urgency of the 
issues we’re looking at is dramatic.”

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EPA: Political Punching Bag or the New ‘It’ Agency? 


The Environmental Protection Agency’s May 25 action to 
begin taking federal control of the flawed air-permitting pro- 
cess in Texas - starting with Flint Hills Resources’ East 
Corpus Christi refinery - has become political fodder in the 
race for Texas governor. Democrat Bill White blamed Gov. 
Rick Perry for EPA’s action: “Because of Rick Perry’s mis- 
management of the state’s environmental agency, our state is 
now losing our ability to make our own decisions about air 
quality and the economy.” Perry gave a June 2 speech defend- 
ing the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality and 
vowing to fight the federal takeover with “every breath.” White 
responded that Perry has for years “played chicken with the 
EPA so he could create a controversy for the purposes of 
political theater and his career.” 

Perry frames the threat to take over Texas air permitting 
(which has been violating federal law) as both a partisan 
political move and a states’ rights issue. He called on Presi- 
dent Obama “to rein in the EPA and instruct them to study 
our successful approach for recommended use elsewhere.” 
White responded, “Other governors have been able to keep 
the authority to enforce the Clean Air Act.” 


The Environmental Defense Fund’s Jim Marston com- 
mented in a May 26 blog post, “For too long, Gov. Perry and 
TCEQ have treated the EPA and the federal health-based 
Clean Air Act as a nuisance they can’t be bothered with. Well, 
they’re bothered now, and squealing like a stuck pig.” State 
legislators and environmental groups gathered May 28 in 
Houston to urge TCEQ to bring the state’s air permitting into 
federal compliance. “Since breathing clean air is not a parti- 
san issue,” said Houston state Sen. Rodney Ellis, “all of us 
have the same goal: cleaner air that protects Texas families 
from the health impacts of the worst air pollutants.” 

Meanwhile, Fort Worth officials have charged that the 
TCEQ has repeatedly provided inaccurate data on air quality 
and covered up its mistakes. Data indicates that levels of 
benzene, a carcinogen, may be two to three times what 
TCEQ allows. 

The Sierra Club gave EPA some much-needed political 
cover, in a backhanded way - by threatening to sue EPA if it 
doesn’t keep up the good work. On June 2, the nonprofit 
group filed a notice of intent to sue the agency over its failure 
to meet key deadlines (in 2005, October 2009, and this April) 


Texas Gets Coal Shoulder for 
the Health of It 

On Thursday, June 3, the Environmental Protection Agency 
issued new, more stringent health standards for sulfur dioxide 
emissions - the first new S0 2 standard in 40 years. The EPA 
said the new standard is needed to protect people with asth- 
ma and other respiratory problems, children, and the elderly, 
estimating that a one-hour S0 2 health standard of 75 parts 
per billion will prevent 2,300 to 5,900 premature deaths and 
54,000 asthma attacks a year. The American Lung 
Association (which had sued the EPA to force it to address 
S0 2 levels) lauded the change, saying it protects communities 
exposed to the highest S0 2 levels - including Texans living 
near coal-fired power plants, petroleum refineries, diesel 
exhaust, and other sources. 

The final rules, fought by the utility industry, make it less lucra- 
tive to operate older coal plants and petroleum refineries in Texas 
and nationally. The rules require new monitors to be placed where 
S0 2 emissions affect populated areas by the end of 2012; the 
EPA will identify areas in nonattainment by 2012 as well. Some 
utility companies have said the costs of adding new emissions- 
scrubbing equipment will lead them to close older coal-fired 
plants. According to an Associated Press report, Progress Energy 
intends to close 11 North Carolina plants that are more than 50 
years old. 

Austin Energy spokesperson Ed Clark said of the new S0 2 
standard, “I think we’re going to be fine, because we’re install- 
ing scrubbers right now on the two units at the Fayette Power 
Plant project” that lack them. The cost is about $430 million, 
split between co-owners the Lower Colorado River Authority 
and the city of Austin. Henry Eby at LCRA said the scrubbers 
were a permit condition agreed to in 2002. “If further require- 
ments are imposed on existing Texas power plants as a result 
of this S0 2 standard,” Eby said, “our scrubbers would certainly 
satisfy them.” 

“Austin may see a slight improvement in air quality, since 
some sulfur dioxide drifts in the local airshed,” said Neil 
Carman, clean air program director for the Sierra Club’s Lone 
Star Chapter. He pointed to the Texas Lehigh Cement plant in 
Buda as perhaps the largest local source and said many large 
industrial sources in Texas will have to reduce emissions to 
meet the new standard. 

EPA estimated the cost nationally in 2020 to fully implement 
the standard at $1.5 billion; it estimates resulting health benefits 
in the range of $13 billion to $33 billion a year. - K.G. 


for improving air quality and for failing to reduce smog, soot, 
and the effects of Texas pollution on neighboring states. 
Earthjustice joined the Sierra Club in calling on EPA to 
enforce air quality laws in Texas. 

“TCEQ is still issuing weak air permits for coal plants in 
the state,” said the Sierra Club’s Eva Hernandez. “We 
still are asking EPA to step in to stop the new coal plants. 
We have to keep the pressure on, to make sure TCEQ does 
its job.” - Katherine Gregor

PLUTONOMISM 

For the superrich hoity-toities of our land, 
the democratic populism arising among the 
hoi polloi is unpleasant, messy, and ... well, 
so common. Instead of that, they sniff, 
America should be ruled by an “-ism” of its 
invention: plutonomism. 

Yes, it’s an actual word, derived from 
“plutocracy.” It was coined in 2005 by a 
team of global equity strategists at 
Citigroup, the Wall Street financial giant. 
While populism is based on the egalitarian 
principle of the common good, plutonomism 
unabashedly espouses the virtue of the rich 
getting richer. 

In a 2006 memo to Citigroup’s wealthy cli- 
ents, lead “strategist” Ajay Kapur declared: 
“Our thesis is that the rich are the dominant 
drivers of demand” in the U.S. and other 
plutonomies. How does a country become a 
plutonomy? One essential factor, he writes, 
is “favorable treatment by market-friendly 
governments [to allow] the rich to prosper.” 
Another is to have corporate CEOs who 
“lead the charge” on globalization and auto- 
mation to transfer more of the nation’s 
wealth into corporate profits “at the expense 
of labor.” 

Kapur notes that the wealthiest 1% of 
Americans - whom he calls “the plutono- 
mists” - had benefited disproportionately from 
recent increases in worker productivity, and he 
happily forecasted that “global capitalists are 
going to be getting an even greater share of 
the wealth pie over the next few years.” 

Gosh, in this happy world of plutonomies, 
does anything ever go badly for the rich? 
Well, it’s possible, he admits, because the 
ever-widening rich-poor wealth gap could 
lead to a populist backlash. After all, he 
warns, even in the United Plutonomy of 
America, the “one person, one vote” system 
still exists. 

Of course, the plutonomism movement is 
working furiously to replace that with “one 
dollar, one vote.” 


DON'T REGULATE - RESTRUCTURE 

Boy, Obama and the Democratic Senate 
really socked it to Wall Street with their 
financial reform bill, didn’t they? The 
American people demanded reform, said 
the Senate banking committee chairman, 
and, “This [bill] is their victory.” 

Hey, those banksters who wrecked our 
economy deserve to be hit hard. But ... wait. 

If the bill is so tough, why are all the big bank- 
ers smiling? Because, despite Washington’s 
populist rhetoric, they know that the White 
House and Congress are letting them escape 
with a mere increase in regulations, keeping 
their destructive power, overwhelming size, 
and monopolistic market control intact. They 
wriggled out of the real populist proposals to 
break up all “too-big-to-fa i I ” banks and to 
decentralize Wall Street power. “If you talk to 
anyone privately,” says one investment bank- 
er, “there’s a sigh of relief.” 

How did the banksters so deftly dodge the 
public’s demand for real change? Money. In 
the past year, while Congress’ banking com- 
mittees have been writing the reform bill, 

Wall Street executives and lobbyists have 
held 845 fundraising events for the mem- 
bers of those committees, putting millions of 
dollars into their re-election campaigns. 

Lest you think bankers will now meekly 
accept the regulations in the bill, note that a 
top hatchet man for the Chamber of 
Commerce has said, “This is not the end of 
the process.” Even before the House-Senate 
Conference Committee was appointed to final- 
ize the bill, lobbyists were swarming its likely 
members, demanding that various regulations 
be weakened or killed. They’re also looking for 
loopholes in the bill’s language, and their law- 
yers are already preparing court challenges. 

Regulations are a rabbit’s warren of 
escapes. The only reforms that will actually 
stop Wall Street’s destructive gambling 
with our economy are those structural 
reforms that outlaw, downsize, and decen- 
tralize the gamblers.

demand dictates, to pick up customers. But 
the wait can take hours, and on a slow day 
there may be little movement - and the only 
amenity is a shaded area with a few tables and 
seats and no air conditioning. A site visit by 
Texas Rio Grande Legal Aid provided a catalyst 
for the drivers’ complaints to the city, and last 
October, council directed the city manager to 
develop a plan for climate-controlled facilities. 


“That’s what started it,” says Jones, who 
doesn’t currently drive a taxi but did for 13 
years. That success, he says, “galvanized the 
organization. . . . We were just like, ‘enough is 
enough.’ . . . One of the things about our orga- 
nization, our mission statement, is one of 
economic living and justice for cab drivers, 
and it is our belief that the city of Austin has 
allowed the franchises to develop a business 
model based on exploitation.” 

Jones compares the local taxi system, in 
which drivers pay “terminal fees” - essentially 
for the privilege of using one of the city’s 669 
permits, held by the franchise - and several 
other expenses, often including payments on 
the car, as a form of sharecropping, a system 
under which ongoing institutional expenses 
eat into whatever profit drivers try to make. “It 
really is exploiting the drivers, and what really 
bothers us is that the city of Austin is allowing 
them to do that.” 

From a thick pile of documents, Jones 
pulls out a weekly payment receipt for one 
hack, deeply indebted to Yellow Cab. He 
points to the lease fee: “This is the fare for 
the permit. This is per week. $290.” The 
next figure down, $125, is the car note paid 
each week on the leased vehicle. The balance 
on the vehicle is the next line over, more 
than $18,000. Adding a $35 weekly mainte- 
nance deposit and other miscellaneous 
charges, this driver’s fees for the week are 
easily more than $600. “And you still have to 
pay for gas,” Jones says. “The average driver 
averages about $200 a week on gas. He has 
to pay around $800 before he makes a dime 
for himself. So how can you pay what’s a 
week’s salary and have money left for your- 
self?” And although $600 in fees is at the 
high end of the receipts Jones provided (all 
from anonymous drivers), it’s by no mean 
the exception, or even the highest. The 
weekly fees range from the high $200s - for 
drivers who own their own cars and pay little 
or nothing more than terminal fees - to sev- 
eral in the $500 range, to one driver behind 


Sharecropping on Wheels 

While the city shuffles the taxi franchise deck, drivers demand ‘a fair shake’

At first glance, few things seem simpler than 
a taxi ride: call or hail a cab, hop in, declare 
your destination, and fork over a few bucks 
when you get there. 

But beneath the simple, even romanticized, 
service model, the process that led to your 
passage has a host of largely unseen mecha- 
nisms - questions of competition, permits, 
fees, and what’s best not just for passengers 
but for drivers. 

These questions were publicly highlighted 
earlier this year in a report from Texas 
RioGrande Legal Aid, a nonprofit dedicated to 
pro bono legal work for the disempowered. 
TRLA’s white paper on the local taxi industry, 
“Driving Austin, Driving Injustice,” resonated 
with the alarming conclusion that after termi- 
nal fees, gas, and lease payments are deducted, 
local drivers regularly work more than 60 
hours a week for less than minimum wage. 

The paper, and a new drivers’ group advo- 
cating on cabbies’ behalf, the Taxi Drivers 
Association of Austin, emerged at the same 
time the franchises of Austin’s two largest cab 
companies, Yellow Cab and Austin Cab, began 
winding their way to City Council for renewal. 


Late last month, the council voted to renew 
the two companies’ franchises for five years; a 
third cab franchise, Lone Star Cab, whose 
permit expires in two years, will likely soon 
have its franchise extended to 2015, meaning 
all three competitors will be up for renewal 
simultaneously, creating the potential for a 
wide-ranging realignment of how permits are 
awarded and how franchises operate. 

But the feeling among the drivers pressing 
the issue is that change must come sooner to 
Austin’s convoluted taxi system. The drivers 
are dearly hoping that council action can and 
will speed that change along. 

Money Flows Upward 

Taxi Drivers Association of Austin Director 
Jeffrey Jones (who last week announced his 
intention to step down, to be replaced by 
TDAA Secretary Ann Darbonne) traces the 
strongest impetus for action to conditions at 
the airport. Due to the likelihood of large 
fares, it’s the crucial and popular staging spot 
for drivers, and taxis queue in a reserved area 
nearby before being dispatched one by one, as 
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on payments shelling out more than $700 
in one week. “The drivers are not making a 
good living,” says Jones. 

Life on the Edge 

That, in brief, is the central argument of 
“Driving Austin, Driving Inequality.” Among 
the report’s dismal findings are that the aver- 
age taxi driver, working 12 hours a day, earns 
only $200 a week before taxes. 

The results came from a survey of 66 driv- 
ers, representing, as the study notes, about 
10% of the 669 permits issued by the city. 
“Taking the average from 
all drivers surveyed, 65% 
of drivers work seven 
days a week, 12 hours a 
day, more than 51 weeks 
of the year to earn an 
average of $200 a week, 
which converts to about 
$2.00 per hour,” reads 
the study. “A seventy- 
hour work week yields 
approximately $ 784 gross 
income a week.” 

The fees cutting into a driver’s profit can 
also vary from franchise to franchise and the 
type of arrangement each has with the com- 
pany. The fee to operate a cab, the “terminal 
fee,” varies: Yellow leads the pack at $290, 
followed by Austin Cab at $235, and Lone 
Star Cab at $200. But equally important is 
whether, in the three fields defined by the 
report, drivers are “renters,” “buyers,” or 
“owners” - renting can add hundreds to a 
driver’s weekly tab. The renters, often includ- 
ing part-timers who will rent a cab from a 
buyer or owner when that person is not driv- 
ing it, accrue no equity in the vehicle. 

That’s not to say, however, that buyers 
come by equity very easily. For those pur- 
chasing a car from the cab franchise, the 
report reads, “This is hardly a purchase in 
the true sense of the word as failure to pay 
even one week or one late payment may 
result in forfeiture of the automobile and the 
loss of any equity.” Jones says: “I don’t get 
any equity back out of this. This is why we 
are saying it’s an exploitation system.” Lastly, 
owners purchase their cabs outright. 

Yellow Cab responded to the TRLA report 
with an article in an in-house newsletter, 
titled “Let’s shed light on misinformation.” 
The company notes that in 2009, “the aver- 
age cab in the Yellow Cab fleet grossed 
$61,254.58, with the top cab generating 
$105,337.05. The top 25% of cabs in our 
fleet gross an average of $80,938.09 annu- 
ally; the top 50% gross an average of 
$73,134,46; and the top 75% gross an aver- 
age of $67,281.44” - impressive numbers, 
but as gross figures, more indicative of how 
the franchise did rather than the individual 
drivers. The company also points to services 
that come along with their lease fees: 
indemnification from on-the-job damage to 
the car, GPS dispatch, and more, including 
the “second driver” program for drivers 
who sublease their cars on nights they’re 


not working (a likely factor in some of the 
higher cab grosses, which then must be 
split at least two ways). 

Additional fees and charges can eat into 
the bottom line: a weekly $15 charge for 
drivers who don’t wish to display advertise- 
ments on the back of their cars, a weekly 
driver deposit paid along with maintenance 
deposits for new drivers, credit card fees, 
and more. And while insurance covers 
damage to the car, health insurance for the 
driver is extra - raising the likelihood that 
while working in what Jones calls “one of 
the most dangerous professions in the 
United States,” a driver 
could be one bad acci- 
dent or prolonged illness 
away from losing it all. 
The same worry attaches 
to dismissals. “There 
isn’t even an appeal pro- 
cess in the city of Austin 
if the cab company cuts 
you off of your license,” 
says TRLA attorney 
D’Ann Johnson. “Drivers 
don’t have unemployment benefits because 
they are ‘independent contractors.’ So they 
have no recourse anywhere, they don’t 
make enough to get traditional financing 
easily, and they can lose their job at any 
time. They don’t have any predictability.” 

“What I find amazing,” Jones adds, “is 
that Yellow Cab is fighting so hard for a five- 
year franchise renewal, but cab drivers drive 
day to day not knowing if they are going to 
have a job next week.” 

Is This a System? 

It’s not much of a stretch to say the local 
cab franchise system, haphazard as it is, 
could have been randomly pulled from a hat. 
In fact, part of it almost was. 

Unlike other cities, Austin’s always had a 
small number of franchises. Historically, 
there have been three: In the Seventies, they 
were Roy’s Taxi, American Yellow Checker 
Cab, and Harlem Cab. Over the years, Harlem 
morphed into Austin Cab; Roy’s went out of 
business and was purchased, along with the 
lion’s share of its 155 permits, by what is 
now simply Yellow Cab. (The purchase price 
wasn’t publicly disclosed, but it’s widely 
believed to have cost Yellow Cab somewhere 
between $4 million and $5 million.) 

When City Council approval for the deal 
came up in 2006, council decided to bor- 
row from future permits, allocated based 
on population growth and demand at the 
airport, so that a third competitor could get 
in the business. When it came time, the 
winner of the new franchise, to be chosen 
from three applicants deemed acceptable 
by city staff, was initially set to be selected 
by literally drawing a name out of a hat. 
Ultimately, a more analytical mood gripped 
council, and by a split vote, Lone Star Cab 
was awarded the new franchise and a scant 
55 permits.

When the five-year franchise terms of both 
Yellow Cab and Austin Cab came up for 
renewal this spring, it looked as though little 
would change, as the city’s process for award- 
ing franchises is essentially “that’s the way 
we’ve always done it” institutionalized. And 
while nothing did change in the allocation of 
permits, the city is now taking a closer look at 
terminal fees, performance measures, and 
more, in theory, as a way to assist both drivers 
and customers. 

“The franchise agreements we’re talking 
about are a good indication of what we’ve 
been doing,” says Council Member Bill Spel- 
man. “Yellow’s getting the same permits they 
had last year, and Austin Cab is getting the 
same permits they 
had last year. We 
don’t have a sensible 
basis for altering the 
number of permits 
that a company gets, 
even for watching 
whether or not the 
franchise holder is 
adhering to basic 
standards of customer 
service. I think we 
need to install that.” 

At the same meeting last month that reallo- 
cated 159 permits to Austin Cab and 455 to 
Yellow Cab, council also passed a proposal 
from Spelman directing staff to work with the 
Urban Transportation Commission and addi- 
tional stakeholders in developing “key perfor- 
mance indicators” for the franchises; new, 
performance-based methodology for awarding 
franchises in the future; and caps on terminal 
fees for drivers. 

The current reporting system - or rather 
lack thereof - was on embarrassing display at 


a council meeting in April. Spelman asked 
Transportation Regulatory Manager Morris Poe 
whether the Transportation Department had 
ever collected data on on-time performance 
from the cab companies. Poe replied it hasn’t, 
“because we just don’t have the staff to do 
that. . . . Occasionally we would try to do some 
just impromptu tests, make a call from a loca- 
tion and see how long it took them to arrive, 
but we’ve not done that in the past several 
years.” Instead, Poe said, the only data the | 
department collects is “limited information as | 
to the number of complaints the customers £ 
may be providing,” along with whether com- 
panies are complying to basic standards of 
safety and cleanliness. 

Spelman instead 
envisions a taxi ser- 
vice index, similar to 
the system in place 
in Los Angeles, in 
which franchises and 
permits are awarded 
on merit. “A lot of 
this stuff comes from 
Los Angeles, where I 
think they’ve done a 
better job of regulat- 
ing franchise holders 
for taxicabs than any other place I’ve seen,” he 
says. “L.A. really has figured out how to do 
this.” In the L.A. system, Spelman says, the 
city regularly issues requests for proposals for 
cab companies to bid on. “Some of them get 
selected; some of them don’t. Sometimes 
companies that have been driving cabs in a 
particular part of Los Angeles for a particular 
number of years no longer get the bid to con- 
tinue driving in that part of the city because 
their proposal wasn’t that good. They also 
reserve the right in those agreements to cancel 


an agreement if the performance indicators 
aren’t good, if the customers are dissatisfied, 
or they can get put on probation. ... More 
importantly, they’re watching a lot more close- 
ly than we’ve ever watched before what actu- 
ally happens to the customers, whether the 
customers are actually getting good service.” 

Additionally, the measure asks for recom- 
mendations on capping terminal fees. Part of 
the reason for that lies in the council’s 
February action raising taxi rates 12.7% over 
the next three years. By adding a cap, Spelman 
says, “the franchise holder would not be soak- 
ing up the entire balance of an increase in 
rates,” so more money can be left in drivers’ 
pockets. “If we raise rates and it goes right out 
the door to the terminal fees, we’re not doing 
the cab drivers any good. We can prevent that 
from happening.” The resolution also encour- 
ages a broader look at several other issues, 
including the process by which franchises are 
awarded generally, the potential for green 
fleets powered by hybrid cars, upping the per- 
centage of driver-owners in a franchise, and 
more (see “Hailing the Cabs,” left). 

That’s not to say the changes will be easy: For 
instance, gauging on-time performance for com- 
panies can’t currently be accomplished across 
the board, as only Yellow Cab and Lone Star 
Cab utilize computerized dispatch systems. 

The Meter Is Running 

At the May meeting, Spelman had one more 
trick up his sleeve, one that demonstrated the 
volatility of the cab industry as well as the 
city’s curious approach to regulation. He pro- 
posed, per Yellow Cab’s franchise renewal 
application before the council that day, that 
the city simultaneously remove 54 permits 
from Yellow Cab’s franchise. 

A 2006 ordinance passed by the council 
stipulates that no franchise control more than 
60% of the permits on the market. Excepting 
wheelchair-accessible vans, which don’t count 
toward the 60% limit, Yellow Cab, with 455 of 
669 permits, currently holds about 70%. And 
while Lone Star Cab, whose permits have held 


at 55 in the three years the company has been 
franchised, would desperately like to get more, 
the city doesn’t seem ready to issue any new 
ones, considering it borrowed against future 
permits to create Lone Star Cab’s new fran- 
chise in the first place and fearing that issuing 
additional permits would simply mean more 
drivers competing for the same number of 
customers. With a possible surplus of permits 
on the market, competition from other servic- 
es such as SuperShuttle, and a future rate hike 
perhaps driving demand even lower, Spelman 
said, “I believe that if we are serious about 60 
percent and preventing any franchise holder 
from having the kind of market power that a 
monopolist would have . . . then the only way 
we can do that without rather dramatically 
reducing the income of the drivers is to 
remove cabs from the Yellow franchise.” 
Spelman had to leave the dais on unrelated 
business before the vote took place, and judg- 
ing from the surprise his proposal received 
from other members, it wouldn’t have passed 
had he been there. And Mayor Pro Tern Mike 
Martinez pointed out that when the council 
passed the 60% rule in 2006, they were cogni- 
zant Yellow was already over the limit, and 
“they voted for the amount of permits that 
Yellow has in their hands right now.” 

So what accounts for the lightly regulated, 
non-merit-based growth of Austin’s taxi indus- 
try? Part of the problem seems to be Austin’s 
persistent official and cultural reluctance to 
stand up and be counted as a major metro- 
politan city with robust transportation needs. 
Part of it may be council’s uncertain grasp of 
its own regulatory authority; during the fran- 
chise debate, Transportation Department 
Director Robert Spillar informed council mem- 
bers that they have broad regulatory power 
over the franchises, including the ability to 
make changes throughout the duration of the 
agreement, not just when franchises are up for 
renewal, as some had originally thought (which 
may have made it easier to pass the franchise 
renewal, and which means this problem is not 
going away). And it would be foolish to dis- 


Hailing the Cabs What happens next 

Given the city’s historically laissez-faire approach to the local taxi industry, this year has 
seen a relative flood of official action. A proposal from Council Member Bill Spelman, passed 
late last month, seeks to develop performance indicators for taxis and a revised methodology 
for awarding franchise agreements and to cap terminal fees for drivers. It also calls for an 
assessment of performance measures currently collected by the city’s Transportation 
Department; the use of biofuel, renewable fuel, or hybrid technology in franchise fleets; a look 
at the percentage of driver-owners in franchise and drivers leasing more than one permit; the 
growth rate of fees charged to drivers by the franchises; and more. 

This comes in addition to two separate items the council passed in February. One estab- 
lished a nearly 13% raise in rates, to be gradually implemented through 2013. The other 
directed the city manager to work with the Urban Transportation Commission in examining sev- 
eral other taxi-related issues and bring back recommendations by the end of September. Items 
for discussion will include: 

• Establishing flat rates from the airport to Downtown and to the UT campus area; 

• Establishing flat rates for trips within the central business district; 

• Establishing a “passenger cleanup” fee, applied when a cab is pulled out of rotation for cleaning; 

• Establishing cab stands in nightlife areas like the Warehouse District; and 

• Creating “hailing icons” and new pickup procedures to make it easier to hail cabs. - W.D. 
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count the money and influence of a firm 
like Yellow Cab, which, according to an in- 
house document, dispatched 1.2 million 
trips last year, producing, by the company’s 
math, $16.7 million worth of business for 
its “independent contractors.” As the fran- 
chise discussion reached council, the 
Chamber of Commerce rented a billboard 
on Congress Avenue congratulating Yellow 
on its decades of service; it served as a not- 
so -subtle reminder to city officials of the 
industry’s most prominent customers. 

While creating a merit-based paradigm 
for awarding permits is a necessary first 
step, other policy changes may be consid- 
ered as well. For instance, it’s strange that 
the city, now facing yet another budget 
shortfall, charges only $400 a year for per- 
mits when the terminal fees charged to driv- 
ers to use those permits top that amount in 
less than two weeks. It’s a question reflected 
in the multimillion-dollar sale of Roy’s - and 
essentially Roy’s permits - to Yellow, from 
which the city saw essentially no return. 
“They didn’t sell the cars,” says Jones. “They 
didn’t sell the building. The building belongs 
to Roy, so what did they sell? They sold the 
drivers. That’s what they sold. They sold the 
drivers. So we’re viewed as some type of 
commodity that can be sold and traded.”

Further out on the horizon is a discus- 
sion of whether the franchise system is 
tenable or whether a form of “portable” 
permits - whereby driver-/owner-operators 
possess the permits themselves and can 
drive for the company of their choice - 
should be tried. Spelman, again citing the 
Los Angeles model, says that discussion is 
far from resolved: “Although I started off 
wanting portability, I realized Los Angeles 
has been working on this for a couple 
years, and they haven’t figured out what it 
looks like yet. ... So the thing to do, I 
think, is think of this as a longer-term proj- 
ect. Watch what happens to other cities 
where they’re working on portability - see 
what happens. Will they try it?” 

The city manager’s recommendations on 
revamping data collection and the permit 
award process are due at the end of 
September. Until then, Jones and the taxi 
drivers association will keep agitating for 
what they see as a fair shake. “We’re not 
asking to be the wealthiest people on Earth. 
The taxi drivers aren’t asking that. They just 
want a fair, equitable arrangement.” ■

The most fabulous protest 
never staged 

Want to hear a fabulous story? Back in early May, 
Austin’s City Theatre Company began receiving postcards 
and e-mails protesting its upcoming production of Paul 
Rudnick’s The Most Fabulous Story Ever Told, a comedy 
that partly retells the Old Testament as a homosexual 
love story, with a first couple named Adam and Steve and 
a lesbian couple named Jane and Mabel. (The postcards 
do not mention the second act, in which a modern-day 
Jane, having been impregnated immaculately at the end 
of the first act, is about to give birth to what we can only 
assume, given the context, is the Second Coming.) As of 
May 14, the theatre had received more than 5,000 
e-mails and 500 postcards, 99% of which came from out 
of state and took exactly the same form: The play’s 
depiction of the Virgin Mary as a lesbian is blasphemous, 
and if the theatre goes forward with its Fabulous produc- 
tion, then Catholics “will oppose it in one of the largest 
and loudest peaceful and legal protests ever seen.” 

The protest was initiated by a group called America 
Needs Fatima. (“Our Lady of Fatima” being a reference 
to the Virgin Mary, who allegedly appeared as an appa- 
rition to three children in Fatima, Portugal, in 1917.) Go 
to www.americaneedsfatima.org and you can view ANF’s 
fabulous website, which currently includes home page 
articles on a cartoon of the Pope sodomizing a little 
boy and “The Real Truth About Purgatory.” You can also 
see all the ANF campaigns, including the anti-blasphe- 
my campaign, part of which is presently aimed at the 
little 80-seat community theatre right here in Austin. 
Through the ANF website, you can enter fake names 
and e-mail addresses to a form letter and protest the 
play as many times as you like! 

While City Theatre is prepared to meet the protest, 
one probably won’t materialize. According to Stacey 
Glazer, a City Theatre company member who 
researched previous productions of the play, at least 
two other theatres in the U.S. - the New York Theatre 
Workshop, which produced the premiere in 1998, and 
Unhinged Productions in Houston, which staged the 
play in March - received similar threats of protest from 
ANF, but neither of the protests materialized. 

Now why would ANF want to stir up controversy if it 
didn’t intend to follow through? According to Carl 
Matthes, who wrote an article on ANF for the e-zine LA 
Progressive, ANF is an offshoot of a Roman Catholic 
charitable organization called the Foundation for a 
Christian Civilization. FCC allegedly uses approximately 
75% of donations for “charitable purposes,” which 
leaves 25% for noncharitable purposes. Matthes 
states that ANF took in $7.3 million in 2009, allowing 
for about $2 million for noncharitable endeavors. And 
ANF is only an offshoot of FCC. 

A question that some might have already consid- 
ered: What would Jesus do? Well, given what we know 
of him, Jesus might say: “Priests and ministers, 
remove your robes and sell your jewels. Give all that 
money and any other money you collect to the poor. Be 
kind, gentle, loving, and compassionate with everyone, 
for each of us is a child of God. Even lesbians. After 
all, a lesbian could be someone’s mother.” 

Could even, perhaps, be the mother of God.

The 2009-2010 Austin Critics Table Awards 

On Monday, June 7, the Austin Critics Table handed out its annual awards for outstanding 
achievements in the Austin arts in a ceremony at Cap City Comedy Club. This year’s ceremony, the 
18th such presented by this informal association of local arts writers, began with the induction of 
JoAnne Christian, James Dick, Alan Pogue, and Maria Salinas into the Austin Arts Hall of Fame. 

In the awards themselves, this was not a year for sweeps. The most honored works were Forklift 
Danceworks’ The Trash Project, which won three awards and a special citation, and Tutto Theatre 
Company’s Black Snow, which was honored in four categories. Nine other productions or works 
received two awards each. Overall, 41 productions, exhibitions, or works were recognized. 

Critics participating in this year’s awards, covering the period from May 3, 2009, to May 2, 
2010, were the Austin American-Statesman s Michael Barnes (arts), Claire Canavan (theatre), 
Clare Croft (dance), and Jeanne Claire van Ryzin (arts); ... might be good's Claire Ruud (visual 
arts); and the Chronicle's Elizabeth Cobbe (theatre), Jonelle Seitz (dance), Avimaan Syam (the- 
atre), and Robert Faires (arts).

THE FINGER: A HANDBOOK 

by Angus Trumble 

Farrar, Straus and Giroux, 320 pp., $28 

Art historian Angus Trumble breaks into 
the world’s storehouse of digital knowledge 
with a candle-tipped Hand of Glory light- 
ing his way and illuminating even those 
corner-dwelling facts 
most obscured by the 
dust of time. If you don’t 
know precisely what that 
means, Trumble’s new 
volume, The Finger: A 
Handbook, will help you 
get a better grip on it, 
much the way his last 
book, A Brief History of 
the Smile, made mani- 
fest that quirk of the lips 
on your readerly face. 

Trumble’s trumpeted 
as “an academic scholar 
with a sense of humor,” 
and, sure enough, in 
The Finger he indulges 
in and delights with 
humorous asides and 
even the occasional bit of wordplay - with- 
out ever approaching the level of geekish 
punning more evidenced by, say, Douglas 
Hofstadter. This humor helps to lighten the 
dense clumps of data Trumble streams 
toward the reader with full, oh-he-does-go- 
on, art-historian fervor. Are dense clumps 
a problem, when data is what one seeks 


in the first place? We think otherwise and 
were enthralled by the way the author, 
after establishing the basic anatomy of fin- 
gers and the hand in which they’re joined, 
thoughtfully meanders through the depic- 
tions and ramifications - social, theological, 
mercantile - of fingers through the ages. 

It makes perfect sense, 
for instance, that the 
advent of modern nail pol- 
ish was the final nail in the 
dying glove industry’s cof- 
fin, but where else will you 
find the particulars of the 
situation so well contrasted 
and considered? Trumble 
is a longtime curator of 
European art - he currently 
wrangles the paintings 
and sculptures at the Yale 
Center for British Art - and 
that world of old-school 
visuals is what he mines 
most deeply (and effective- 
ly) in shoring up his theses. 

Would you like to know 
what the mad Roman 
emperor Caligula did with his fingers as his 
hapless subjects kissed them? Where the 
custom of “flipping the bird” originated? 

How William Sherman’s typographic mani- 
cule relates to the icon for your favorite 
computer’s cursor? You don’t need to look 
elsewhere: This book’s got a finger on it all.

In 1972, a fractured U.S. Supreme Court 
delivered a 5-4 opinion that shocked the 
country: The death penalty, as then practiced 
by the states, violated the Constitution’s ban 
on cruel and unusual punishments. Capital 
punishment wasn’t per se unconstitutional, 
but its use by the various states was arbitrary 
and capricious, the court concluded in a set 
of opinions that ran a whopping 232 pages 
regarding a case involving William Furman, 
who’d shot and killed a homeowner (acciden- 
tally, Furman said) during a burglary in 1967. 
The case, one of four that, taken together, 
became known as Furman v. Georgia, led to 
a de facto four-year moratorium on all execu- 
tions in the U.S. Before the end of the decade, 
however, states would revise their laws, tight- 
ening the circumstances under which death 
could be meted out, and the machinery of 
capital punishment would start up again. 


In his new book, Pulitzer Prize-winning 
author and University of Texas history profes- 
sor David Oshinsky weaves a tight and com- 
pulsively readable account of the intersection 
of morality and legality in the jurisprudence of 
capital punishment. He details the use of the 
death penalty in the U.S., from the nation’s 
founding through the Furman decision and 
beyond, and skillfully uses a conversational 
narrative style to detail the modern questions 
that still plague the death penalty system. 

Indeed, the moratorium that was essential- 
ly forced on the states by the Furman decision 
took not long at all to overcome: By 1976 exe- 
cutions had begun again, as the states crafted 
new statutes they hoped would eliminate the 
court’s previous concerns about arbitrariness. 
However, just because the death machinery 
cranked back up - and nowhere more solidly 
than in Texas, where more than 400 individu- 
als have been put to death since the state 
resumed executions in 1982 - doesn’t at all 
mean that the problems associated with the 
system have disappeared. In fact, it seems, 
just the opposite is true, as serious ques- 
tions persist about its practice and effect: Is 
the death penalty a deterrent? Is the system 
racially biased? Is the death penalty system 
stacked in favor of the state in cases where 
the ultimate punishment is sought? These 
are among the questions that have haunted 
the system since its inception, Oshinsky 
writes, and that despite the reinstatement of 
the death penalty, are very much still open 
legal questions. -Jordan Smith

'SEX’ AND THE THEATRE I would not have 
gone to see Sex and the City 2 unless I’d 
been forced to go. Not that I was actually 
“forced,” per se. Carla McDonald invited me 
to be her guest at the new Gold Class 
Cinema at the Domain. Carla said that 
someone from Tribeza would be picking me 
up and taking me home. What? They’re send- 
ing a driver? Hell, yes I’ll go! But then again, 
I’d go anywhere Carla McDonald asked me. 
Ordered to wear my tallest high heels (in the 
spirit of the movie), I did dress up - my pur- 
ple pimp suit, white satin shirt, my black-and- 
white shoes, a straw fedora, and my pearl- 
handled cane (my most frequent accessory). 
The driver, Carolyn Harrold, a lovely, poised 
woman with an enormous Mercedes, arrived 
on time, and we made our way through rush- 
hour traffic from Manchaca Road to the 
Domain.

Her recent clients 
include Deep Eddy Sweet Tea Vodka, which 
just launched and was founded by (as Carla 
says) two of Austin’s cutest and smartest: 
Clayton Christopher of Sweet Leaf Tea 
and Chad Auler of Savvy Vodka. We’ll chat 
more about that next week. I had not been to 
the Gold Class Cinema before, and as we 
arrived, my first thought was, “Omigod, their 
signage is awfull” The building was marked 
with big plastic letters that made it seem 
more like Gold’s Gym than an expensive the- 
atre experience. Tickets are $29 and do not 
include food, a variety of which is readily 
available.

There 
are two cocktail lounges; one was reserved 
for our group.

A 
good-sized room with a very large screen, it 
seated only 40 people.

Between each pair 
of seats is an oval table with a button to call 
for whatever you’d like from the uniformed 
waitstaff - a glass of water, creme brulee, a 
blanket, a beer, or a pillow. Pretty swank, all 
told. The movie, however, does not receive 
any kudos from me. I loathe the SATC fran- 
chise and think that all of those women are 
way too old to be acting like they do. Yes, 
especially you, Kim Cattrall.

The movie was a fairly bland experience, but

SUMMER WINES FROM 
ARGENTINA, SPAIN, 

AND AUSTRIA 

There are many great wine 
importers in the U.S., and 
there are even a few here 
in Austin. One of the best 
and most consistent is 
Frederick Wildman and 
Sons out of New York City. 

Its portfolio (about 75 win- 
eries and hundreds of 
wines) covers the best 
wines of Europe and South 
America. Over the next cou- 
ple of weeks, Wildman will 
be releasing three deli- 
cious white wines, each 
for less than $10 and ideal 
for cooldowns during our 
oppressive Texas summers. 

From Argentina, the 
Trapiche Torrontes offers 
opulent floral, peach, and 
lemon aromas ideal for 
matching up with ceviche or 
lightly fried (as with panko, 
in a pan) fish. 

Spain’s El Coto de Rioja 
winery is massive (it has more 
than 6,000 acres planted to vine- 
yards), but its commitment to quality is 
unassailable. Every year, its El Coto de 
Rioja Blanco gets a little bit better than 
before. The wine is made solely from cit- 
rusy Viura grapes that match up nicely 
with a lightly dressed, fresh green salad. 

The Austrian entry is the smartly named 
Grooner Gruner Veltliner, a tasty version 
of the grape that is missing perhaps some 
of the white pepper found in more expen- 
sive Gruners but that makes up for it with 
abundant apple aromas and a velvety 
mouthfeel. Try it with a homemade chicken 
salad or, even better, with a light curry. 

Whether with food or as an aperitif, all 
three of these wines are delicious discov- 
eries well worth trying and are widely avail- 
able around Central Texas. - Wes Marshall

By pure chance, I heard that my col- 
league Claudia Zapata was the curator of 
“El Malz Es Nuestra Vida/Maize Is Our 

Life,” a traveling contemporary art exhibi- 
tion that features art from women con- 
cerned about Mexico’s native maize seeds. 
This exhibit was created by Oaxaca’s 
MAMAZ Collective (Mujeres Artistas y el 
Mafz), a nonprofit women’s arts organiza- 
tion that strives to raise awareness about 
our environment and our native seeds 
through art, food, and culture. Concerns 
about the fact that many varieties of maize 
are in danger of extinction due to the arriv- 
al of genetically modified seeds, as well as 
the GM seeds’ effect on cultural mem- 
ory and biodiversity, are at the heart 
of the exhibit and of MAMAZ’s mis- 
sion. If you missed the exhibit dur- 
ing its recent time in Austin, you’ll 
be able to catch it in San Antonio 
in the fall. In the meantime, you 
can help MAMAZ’s various initia- 
tives, including “El Mafz Es Nuestra 
Vida,” by attending the 
fundraising dinner at El Sol y 
la Luna this Monday. What bet- 
ter way to emphasize the 
importance of biodiversity than 
through our foodstuffs?

Dining Downtown with kids

As a Downtown denizen, I enjoy taking my children to the “big city” part of Austin for art 
exhibits, shows, festivals, parades, and other fun events throughout the year. But like many 
parents, I draw a blank on picking a great family-friendly place to eat afterward. Too often, we 
settle for mediocre fare that leaves me regretting the compromises of parenthood - or I make the 
mistake of dragging the little ones into a chic setting where none of us can relax. 

So recently, I set out with my 1 1-year-old son, Nate, and a few of our young friends to expand 
our Downtown restaurant repertoire. First and foremost, I sought out food that made me happy 
- fresh, interesting fare fit for a foodie parent. Second, I looked for places with children’s menus 
and cheerful waits taff where I could have enjoyed eating with my kids when they were babies, 
toddlers, or picky preschoolers. I avoided run-of-the-mall chains in favor of memorable restau- 
rants that felt special enough for a mother-son Downtown date (or an outing with visiting 
grandparents). The food had to be healthy so that my motherly guilt-o-meter didn’t clang. It also 
had to be cheap: I looked for affordable deals and specials, and I didn’t spend more than $15 
to $20 on each mother-son outing. 

What follows are recommendations from our Downtown adventures. They’re grouped by area 
in order to offer choices that surround attractions of interest for families. String several together 
to create a family summer “stay-cation” exploring Downtown Austin. (Yes, you’ll have to pay 
$5-7 to park or get lucky on the street, but Downtown is worth it. Or learn to take Capital Metro 
together.) Of course, taking children out for a nice restaurant meal is a teaching moment - a 
chance to socialize the little savages - so please: indoor voices, napkins on laps, forks and 
knives, no wandering about, and convivial conversation, everyone! 


Area: West Second Street Neighborhood 

Nearby Attractions: Austin Children’s Museum, 2nd Street District, City Hall 

Tips: Park under City Hall for $5 (or for free on Thursdays, on weekends, or with merchant validation). While 
you're in the neighborhood, tour the interesting architecture and art collection at City Hall, where you might spot 
the mayor or council members in the soaring atrium. Stroll the handsome promenade along the lakefront, or for 
a living civics lesson, catch part of a City Council meeting (selected Thursdays; check council agenda online).

My yen for Asian cuisine has been nicely satisfied 
on several visits by the Thai coconut soup (tart, with 
lemongrass and lime), ginger sesame salad with chick- 
en, and the rice dishes and noodle bowls. They can be 
customized with a choice of meat, shrimp, or tofu and 
white or brown rice. Try the orange peel chicken or the 
red Thai curry with tofu (both $8.29). The seared ahi 
tuna steak with wasabi mashed potatoes and Thai 
green beans was a darn nice meal for $15. The young 
ones liked all of the kids' meals ($4.29), which include 
Dragon Tails (chicken tenders), Scooby “Fu” (honey- 
glazed chicken), and Ninja Noodles, served with choice 
of rice or mac and cheese, plus a drink. (The servers 
cheerfully added steamed broccoli to balance the 
meal, at my request.) True, it’s a franchise, but the set- 
ting feels pleasantly uptown, and Mama Fu's is Austin- 
owned, so it made our list.

The signa- 
ture 1886 banana split is an affordable indulgence 
worthy of three or four people's spoons and smiles 
(vanilla, chocolate, and strawberry ice cream; banan- 
as; strawberries; hot fudge; caramel; nuts; whipped 
cream; and cherries, $7).

The secret here is the legendary Four Seasons’ 
service. Your family might be guests at the hotel, 
so they have to be nice to you, right? And they are. 
Staff enjoy indulging guests of all ages, including 
those who only eat chicken tenders and fries. But 
since TRIO is normally very expensive, follow these 
budget guidelines exactly: Go during happy hour, 
and know that you must order and pay at the bar 
inside in order to get the half-price special on wine 
and appetizers. A happy hour glass of vino and 


appetizer (the crab cake was excellent) will set you 
back just $15. For junior, order the half-price rose- 
mary truffle fries and some juice. Carry your order 
out to the lawn or the Adirondack chairs or the 
hammocks overlooking the river to have a very 
classy picnic. Watch the sunset and the bats, roll 
down the hillside, stroll on the trail or out onto the 
dock; this is all public parkland, so it’s yours to 
enjoy. You'll feel very tranquil - it's like taking your 
child to a resort. There's also a children's menu 
that includes a hot dog ($6), angel hair pasta ($7), 
and a grilled chicken sandwich ($9).

When my kids were small, they always did better 
eating outdoors - and Moonshine's ample patio din- 
ing (with “patio cocktails” like Harvest Moon Tea) 
fits the bill. Seasoned popcorn, served immediately, 
soothes the small savages, as do the familiar items 
on the children’s menu. Moonshine offers Deep 
South charm, with water served in mason jars and 
baskets of corn muffins; while the menu is varied, 
stick with the traditional Old South dishes and 
sides. Portions are huge; two people could easily 
share the recommended broiled rainbow trout with 
cornbread stuffing ($18.95) or portobello 
Stroganoff with spinach and marsala cream 
($12.95). The beautiful limestone building on the 
National Register of Historic Places is Moonshine's 
best feature. Sunday brunch is also quite popular 
(buffet, $15.95; kids, $6.95; free for kids 6 years 
old or younger). If there's a wait for a table, take the 
kids to stroll the block of tiny historic cottages or 


over to the nicely landscaped watershed-protection 
pond across the street.

So 
Cirkiel offers affordable, off-menu 
items for children (just ask). The 


waitstaff are cheerful about keeping kids happy, and 
they labor to make the meal a success for everyone. 
Families regularly catch an early supper here during 
the daily happy hour (5-7pm) when beer, cocktails, 
and bar food menu items are half-price. The bar 
menu includes an awfully good cheeseburger and 
fried egg sandwich (normally $9.50 each), as well as 
steak, oysters, ceviche, and crab fritters.

For an 
intimate parent-child outing, go for morning coffee and 
croissants, lunch, afternoon tea and cakes, ora quiet sup- 
per. At the counter, order excellent sandwiches made with 
first-rate ingredients, salads, soups, or a few hot dishes. 
The children's menu items (Monster Cheez Sandwich, 

$2.75) and fresh fruit salad rated “awesome” with our crew. 
But it was the dessert case that really made their eyes pop 
- everything from assorted cupcakes (Dreamsicle cupcake, 
$2) to honeybee cake topped with a marzipan bee, Parisian 
macaroons, and strawberry cheesecake in ginger crust 
($3). It’s a perfect setting to really listen to your tween or 
teen or to host a small sweet 16 birthday party (order 
whole custom cakes in advance, $18.25 to $140). ■ 


Others to Try: West Sixth Street 

The concentration of family-friendly restaurants within walking 
distance makes this area a good destination, even when you're not 
sure what you want to eat. If the restaurants’ small parking lots are 
full, try the plentiful on-street parking on West Avenue between 
Seventh and Ninth streets. The area is also served by Cap Metro 
routes 21, 103, 484, and 663 (Lake Austin). 

Wahoo’s Fish Tacos (509 Rio Grande, 476-3474) has an 
extreme sports theme great for a father-son dinner. Our group of 
fifth-grade boys liked the surfboards and colorful stickers plastered 
on every surface; the tiki bar and quasi-outdoor dining patio were 
lively with well-behaved young people in their 20s. The food is fresh, 
healthy, cheap, and served quickly. Items we tried from the chil- 
dren's menu ($3.49-$3.99) were all a hit, as were the local, hand- 
crafted, all-natural GoodPop popsicles from a case (try mango- 
chile, watermelon-agave, or pineapple-basil). 

At funky Opal Divine’s Freehouse (700 W. Sixth, 477-3308), 
kids younger than 12 eat for free on Saturday from 10am to 3pm, 
and for half-price from 3 to 10pm. We enjoyed an adult brunch of 
Hippie Benedict (poached eggs with avocado and sprouts, with 
glazed sweet potatoes, $8.95) and a Smiley Face Pancake and fruit 
cup from the kids' menu ($2.95 when not discounted). You can 
even bring the family dog; all the dogs on the airy deck will amuse 
your baby or kids while you down a cold one. 

Local stalwart Hut’s Hamburgers (807 W. Sixth, 472-0693) is 
always good for quality burgers, onion rings, and shakes, although 
we've endured long waits that left everyone grumpy. (Two mediocre 
meals at Katz's took it permanently off our list.) Our family prefers 
Frank & Angie’s Pizzeria (508 West Ave., 472-3534), just around 
the corner from Hut's. Parents get a minivacation to New York's 
Little Italy, kids can practice spaghetti twirling-not-slurping skills, 
and the ambience is perfect for a relaxed family meal. Patio and 
creek-side dining is available, and there are two-for-one specials on 
Tuesdays (pizza) and Sundays (spaghetti).

Tips: Fine dining with children can be challenging, but these four restaurants are all comfortable places to 
bring the family (perhaps with visiting relatives) for a special dinner or an after-theatre or after-museum treat.

“off” season that the idea of summer pro- 
gramming on network TV began to take root. 
This coincided with Fox, already breaking 
from the herd with its unconventional (for 
network TV) programming, starting its fall 
TV season late (i.e., the midseason launch). 
Today, ABC has finally labeled this phenom- 
enon, calling its upcoming new June series 
part of its “new summer season.” 

Haven’t seen ABC’s new wares beyond 
extended trailers, but Scoundrels, starring 
Virginia Madsen, looks promising, resem- 
bling a lighter, less edgy version of the under- 
appreciated The Riches (FX), about a family 
of petty thieves. Also on ABC’s plate is The 
Gates, which appears to be a supernatural 
version of Desperate Housewives, along 
with a cop series ( Rookie 
and a reality medical series 
(. Boston Med ) rounding out 
its new summer fare. 

In July, CBS will pair its 
still-popular Big Brother 
reality series with the pre- 
miere of the Toronto-based 
The Bridge. This is another 
police drama with a slight twist: 

It focuses on a detective elected to 
lead the police union while rooting out 
corruption among the ranks. The series 
stars Aaron Douglas, who played Tyrol on 
Battlestar Galactica. 

The cable networks appear to be sticking 
with the tried and true, with the exception of 
a handful of new shows, including Memphis 
Beat and Rizzoli & Isles. Both are police 
dramas, both are on TNT, and if their pilots 
are any indication, they are both poor vehi- 
cles for their otherwise likable stars. Jason 
Lee of My Name Is Earl stars in the former, 
with Law & Order s Angie Harmon star- 
ring in the latter. Unlike HBO’s fine Treme, 
Memphis Beat does a ham-handed job of try- 
ing to tap into the Zeitgeist of its backdrop 
city, capping off with a strained excuse that 
allows Lee to sing. Yikes! As if that’s not bad 
enough, the divine Alfre Woodard is wasted 
as another in a long line of tough, women- 
of-color boss ladies. To her credit, Woodard 
manages to bring some nuance to the role, 
but honestly, Woodard is so much bigger 
than this role or this series. 

Based on characters created by novel- 
ist Tess Gerritsen, Rizzoli & Isles follows 
the friendship of two women as they 
navigate through a male-dominated work- 
place. Harmon plays Boston Detective Jane 
Rizzoli, and Sasha Alexander co-stars as 
her medical examiner buddy Maura Isles.

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HARD ACT TO FOLLOW 

Heather Kafka on a love/hate 
history with acting

It’s a sunny, drowsy, altogether lovely spring morning in 
Austin, apart from the inescapable fact that I have just made 
Heather Kafka cry. Not weep, thank God, not really, but this 
petite, blond powerhouse of an actor has definitely just crossed 
over some internal Rubicon from dry-eyed discussion of her 
work to the realm of tears and smiling, apologetic, momentary 
silences. The cause? At my prompting, she’s attempting to 
make me understand - in fits and starts - exactly how much 
her role in Bryan Poyser’s emotionally cutthroat black comedy of 
eros, Lovers of Hate, has changed her outlook, her acting, and 
her life. 

“I grew up [in Austin],” Kafka explains, “and I grew up 
dreaming about working in the movies. And somewhere in my 
quest for that, I don’t know, it’s like it didn’t happen in time. 
Times changed, and I was always sort of having to go wherev- 
er [my career] was going, even though I didn’t always agree 
with it. I could never make a living here, as an actor, and it 
frustrated me.” 

The phrase “working actor” is bandied about with far too 
much ease by those who are not, in fact, attempting to make 
acting their sole means of social, artistic, and financial sur- 
vival. Kafka, who ended up with the emotionally lacerating 
role of Diana (one skewed and prickly corner of Lovers of 
Hate’s particularly pointed menage a trois) simply on the 
basis of, as she tells it, an audition her agent didn’t even 
encourage her to go to, is all too familiar with the 
Austin-to-L.A. acting fire drill. (She’s a veteran film and televi- 
sion actor, with everything from CSI: NY to The Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre already on her resume.) 

“When I graduated high school,” she continues, “I went to the 
American Academy of Dramatic Arts in Los Angeles, and I knew 
that Los Angeles was not going to be the place for me. It wasn’t 
going to feed my soul, it wasn’t going to feed my craft, and it 
wasn’t going to get better. The kind of acting I was being offered 
in L.A. was not the kind that I thought was going to be very 
strong in. I quickly learned that it just doesn’t ever matter what I 
think. [I was playing] victim after victim after victim - that’s all 


people want to see when you’re a woman on television. You 
show up, you turn yourself inside out, and you leave. And with 
acting in L.A., it’s like, you can never really slay the beast, you 
can only duck ’n’ dive. I was completely and utterly disillu- 
sioned, crushed, and disheartened.” 

Lovers of Hate was, by her own admission, something of a 
last-chance/blaze-of-glory role for Kafka. Prior to her audition, 
she had moved back to Austin with her husband and was four 
months pregnant: “I didn’t know if I’d ever enjoy acting again, 
and that’s all I’d ever wanted to do, since I was 6 years old.” 
Eighteen months after her daughter was born, Kafka went 
in to read for Lovers of Hate and got the part. 

“I knew, going into it, that it was low-budget, that we’d be 
together for three months, that it would be intense. I’d done 
that before. What I didn’t know was that it would make me 
love acting again. That’s what Lovers of Hate did for me. 

That’s what Bryan did for me. There are different kinds of 
actors and different kinds of acting - but this, right here - this 
is what / do.” ■

ME AND SAILOR JERRY Tattooed for life 


Never met the man during his lifetime - 
he died in 1973 - but I lived with Sailor 
Jerry for nearly 15 years when I married his 
No. 2 protege, Mike Malone aka Rollo 
Banks. When we married in 1984, tattooing 
was just cracking open in the mainstream, 
but the trend was fine-line tattooing and 
tribal designs. Rollo used to mimic his cus- 
tomers wickedly, “There’s so much detail in 
fine-line!”' “Yeah,” he’d grouse in imaginary 
reply, “and in 20 years, it’ll look like shit. 
Get a good solid design that will last.” 

A good solid design that will last. That 
was one of the myriad lessons he learned 
working for Norman K. Collins aka Sailor 
Jerry. But back in 1984, Rollo’s prediction 
that someday everyone would know Sailor 
Jerry’s work seemed unlikely: Why would 
that heavy ink cartoon style ever be con- 
sidered hip? But if you look back at old 
Chronicles, when Rollo was doing the cov- 



ers in the Eighties, you can see a lot of 
Jerry’s style in his. Just goes to show you 
how times change. 


Good thing director Erich Weiss was as 
prescient about Sailor Jerry as Rollo was. 
Weiss saw the trend for Jerry’s work ink- 
ing the new millennium the way it did dur- 
ing World War II. His film Hori Smoku 
Sailor Jerry traces the tattooing from its 
early days into its first golden age during 
the war in Honolulu, Hawaii’s Chinatown, 
where Sailor Jerry made his name. To tell 
the story, Weiss used lots of period foot- 
age, but it’s the interviewees who make 
the movie hum like a Rollomatic tattoo 
machine: Rollo, Zeke Owen, Bob Roberts, 
and Sailor Jerry’s No. 1 protege, Ed Hardy. 

Rollo died before Hori Smoku was 
released. The voices in the film, however, 
are as vivid as a Sailor Jerry tattoo and 
keep the history alive. - Margaret Moser

EXTRA LIVES: 

WHY VIDEO 
GAMES MATTER

This past April Roger Ebert wrote a blog titled “Video 
Games Can Never Be Art.” More than 4,000 responses 
later, shockingly, nothing is resolved. What surprised 
me more than the fact that Ebert - a man who could 
say something more insightful about cinema in his 
sleep than most lucid folks - decided to address an 
issue he (by his own admission) knows little about is 
that game-lovers felt the need to convince him of gam- 
ing’s place on art’s pedestal. Would the man-with-the- 
magic-thumb’s approval alone make Super Mario Bros. 
art? The debate played out like a child blabbering to an 
unlistening parent in the hopes of winning approval. 

The video-game industry is at a crossroads. Having 
financially eclipsed the film biz, interactive media 
appear to be at a loss as to what to do next. The 
lifespan of the current generation of gaming systems 
is abnormally long compared to its predecessors, rais- 
ing questions about what comes next. We can create 
unnervingly lifelike worlds 
that dive deep into the so- 
called uncanny valley, but 
that only leaves critics won- 
dering if re-creating reality 
should be the goal. 

Well-read game-nuts 
recommend this keynote 
speech or that collection 
of essays, but there is no 
agreed-upon textbook akin 
to, say, David Bordwell and 
Kristin Thompson’s Film Art. 
Tom Bissell’s latest book 
is far from a textbook, but 
it is an intelligent one-stop 
read that introduces modern 
gaming’s big questions: 

Should games strive to look more like movies? Can a 
game be great art with both a static author (the game- 
makers) and an active author (the player) who often 
have different ideas of how things should be? How 
does one reconcile play and plot? What the heck is 
“ludonarrative dissonance”? 

Talking to the industry’s major players from indie 
developer Jonathan Blow to Microsoft’s golden boy 
Peter Molyneux, Bissell gleans some answers but more 
often than not just furthers the debate. That isn’t to 
imply that advancing the dialogue is a lesser success, 
because Extra Lives condenses and clarifies problem- 
atic issues that have evolved over decades of gaming. 
Bissell deserves credit for that feat. 

At times, the book has a bit of an identity crisis, 
switching between a textbook’s density and a memoir’s 
personality. For example, Bissell spends the final chap- 
ter comparing Grand Theft Auto IV’ s charms to his own 
cocaine addiction and ends up convoluting the point. 
However, many of the personal anecdotes manage to 
take the author out of the realm of game-nerd and put 
him in the everyman category. The world of gaming 
could use a little less jargon and a few more everymen 
writing about its merits. Perhaps a teenage gamer will 
pick up Extra Lives and go on to create something that 
Ebert will recognize as art. Or maybe gamers will stop 
caring what other people think and start defining art on 
their own terms. -James Renovitch 

Tom Bissell will read at Book People on Thursday, July 1 . 
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“We thought the best way to save Europe 
was to make extravagant, romantic British 
films.” - Michael Powell, Million Dollar Movie 

An exalted ambition, to be sure, but then, 
Michael Powell and Emeric Pressburger did 
their best work on higher ground. As the 
chief architects of the Archers, a British inde- 
pendent filmmaking collaborative, they made 
an astonishing run of pictures during and 
after World War II. Many of those films were 
produced explicitly for propaganda purposes, 
to fulfill the Ministry of Information’s dictum 
regarding wartime cinema. All films, the memo 
went, should be concerned with “what Britain 
is fighting for; how Britain fights; and the need 
for sacrifices if the fight is to be won.” Sounds 
limiting, and yet, never have the tight confines 
of propaganda inspired such elevated art- 
istry, which in turn inspired such admirers as 
George A. Romero, Bernardo Bertolucci, Wes 
Anderson, and especially Martin Scorsese, 
whose Film Foundation has spearheaded res- 
toration efforts of the Archers’ back catalog. 

Their films shared a curious cred- 
it - “Written, Produced, and Directed by 
Michael Powell and Emeric Pressburger” - 
but Pressburger mostly did the writing, and 
Powell the direction. They made movies 
separately, prior to their first collaboration in 
1939, and they made movies separately again 
when they broke, amicably, in 1957, their 


emphatically ornamented and sensuous films 
having fallen out of step with the rising rule 
of naturalism in British cinema. 

Pressburger was a Hungarian Jew who 
had a lucrative career at Ufa studios, ground 
zero of German cinema and, by extension, 
world cinema, until Hitler ran Ufa’s leading 
talents out of town - Billy Wilder, Robert 
Siodmak, Fritz Lang, et al. Meanwhile, the 
quintessentially British Powell cut his teeth 
on quota quickies in the early Thirties before 
his breakthrough film, The Edge of the World , 
in 1937. (It screens this weekend as part of 
the Austin Film Society’s Essential Cinema 
series featuring Milestone Films titles.) After 
an ungainly prologue (which co-stars Powell, 
not a natural in front of the camera, and his 
then wife), The Edge of the World settles into 
a remarkable amalgam of art and action, 
set on the unforgiving island of Foula, a 
magnificent, craggy rock plunked down on 
the coast of upper Scotland and accessible 
by boat only part of the year. The island’s 
extreme remoteness engines the conflict, as 
all the young people are being leeched away 
by the industrialized mainland, with only the 
elders left to work the land. It’s a portrait of 
a community in slow death - that’s the art 
part - bracketed by thrilling cliff-side action. 
The landscape informs the story - a recurring 
characteristic of the Archers’ oeuvre - with 
that landscape breathlessly evoked in waves 


crashing on rock, a violent whirring of wind, 
and vertiginous bobbles over cliff. 

A couple of years later, iiberproducer 
Alexander Korda made the crucial introduc- 
tion between Powell and Pressburger (who 
emigrated to London in 1935). Korda would 
reappear over the years, sometimes as bailout, 
sometimes as wrecking ball, but in 1939 his 
good deed would go down in cinema lore for 
kick-starting one of the most fruitful film part- 
nerships ever. The timing could not have been 
more fortuitous. 

□ 

Art made in the service of propaganda is 
by definition qualified. And propaganda films 
don’t always age well: Battleship Potemkin 
bears the bark of the proletariat, Triumph of the 
Will is a shuddering artifact of Nazi zeal, and 
even Looney Tunes Allied cartoons can’t be 
watched now without causing flinching from 
their stridency and racism. 

But the propaganda films of Powell and 
Pressburger are something else altogether. 
They number a half-dozen or so pictures, 
including The Life and Death of Colonel 
Blimp (1943), A Canterbury Tale (1944), the 
Scottish romancer - that wind again! those 
waves! - I Know Where I’m Going! (1945), 
and A Matter of Life and Death (1946 - post- 
war, yes, but its sidelong goal of refining 
Anglo-American relations was certainly war- 
related). They are, as Powell himself put it,

extravagant, romantic films, at once con- 
sumed with the individual and the universal, 
the particular and the panoramic. When I 
sit down to watch these, I try every time 
to turn on a critical brain, but just minutes 
in, the pen and notepad are put down and 
the critical brain cedes control to a wash 
of senses. These are gorgeous, complex, 
timeless works, their propaganda bent less 
“queen and country” than, quite simply, in 
love with love: love of land, its people, and 
their essential promise. 

The emigre Pressburger repeatedly caught 
flak for his characterizations of “good” 
Germans (Anton Walbrook notably played 
one in the magisterial Colonel Blimp ) - but 
they’re merely a symptom of the Archers’ 
wartime affliction: an unwavering human- 
ism. Quite tellingly, in A Matter of Life and 
Death - in which a RAF pilot (David Niven) 
accidentally escapes death and must plead 
his case in front of a heavenly tribunal - 
heaven is rendered in black and white. Earth, 
where mere mortals live and love, is an 
explosion of color. 

□ 

Any conversation about the Archers’ post- 
war films inevitably begins with Powell’s 
astute estimation: “For 10 years we had all 
been told to go out and die for freedom and 
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democracy; but now the war was over, The Red 
Shoes told us to go out and die for art.” 

In the post-war years, Powell and Pressburger 
made two masterpieces, Black Narcissus 
(1947) and The Red Shoes (1948). (Despite 
Michael Atkinson’s memorable claim in The 
Village Voice that their composed film The Tales 
of Hoffman “could seduce a eunuch,” I find it 
overcomposed to the point of fussiness.) Both 
films screen in Austin this summer, and the 
Criterion Collection will reissue the films on 
July 20, newly restored to shockingly good 
looks. (The Paramount Theatre will screen the 
restored print of The Red Shoes Aug. 14-15.) 

The wartime films - too challenging to be 
called comfortable - were nonetheless deeply 
comforting works. In contrast, Black Narcissus 
and The Red Shoes are confounding, agitated, 
even aggressive. They reside on a fracture line, at 
that uneasy place where ecstasy tips into mad- 
ness, something the legendary editor Thelma 
Schoonmaker (Powell’s second wife) gestures 
toward in an interview included in Criterion’s 
new The Red Shoes release: “It feels like an artis- 
tic fever is infecting everybody in the film.” 
Moira Shearer, the British prima balleri- 
na-turned-reluctant screen star, plays Vicky 
Page, torn between dance and romance. 
The conflict is personified by two men - 
Boris Lermontov, the Svengali director of her 
troupe played by Walbrook (in the maniacal 
antithesis of his gentle-souled Blimp char- 
acter), and Julian Craster, Vicky’s sweet but 


single-minded boyfriend played by Marius 
Goring (who previously appeared as a poncy 
archangel in A Matter of Life and Death). 
Early on, Lermontov demands to know of 
Vicky: “Why do you want to dance?” Her 
razor-sharp riposte: “Why do you want to 
live?” One of the many 
wonders of the film is in 
how elegantly it dramatizes 
extremism. Another wonder: 

Imagine today a mass-appeal 
movie that brake-stops for 
an 18-minute wordless bal- 
let. And this: how such a 
guttingly bleak movie - the 
only Archers’ picture to 
make any money - lives on 
in our cultural imagination 
as the picture that inspired 
little girls everywhere to ask 
Santa for pointe shoes, even 
as the credits practically roll 
over the bloodied body of its 
heroine dancer. 

Vicky dramatically jumps 
to her death from a two-story 
balcony, but Black Narcissus has that beat: The 
film opens with a breath-catching shot of the 
Himalayas. Is it spoilsportish to point out 
that Black Narcissus was filmed at Pinewood 
Studios, just outside London, and that the 
film’s dizzying 8,000-foot altitude is entirely a 
trick of the camera and Alfred Junge’s glorious 


matte paintings? No matter: Any foreknowledge 
of the illusion quickly falls away. The height is 
gasping, and it announces itself with all the 
foreboding of a proverbial gun unmasked in 
the first act. One doesn’t introduce such great 
heights without someone, inevitably, taking a 
third-act cliff dive. 

The Harry Ransom Center 
includes holdings of Junge’s 
papers in its collection; some of 
his designs for Black Narcissus 
are on display now as part of 
the “Making Movies” exhibit, 
and a film series spinning off 
from the exhibit begins June 
10. Leatured in the HRC’s 
Junge display are his notes 
about achieving the just-right 
shade of white for the nuns’ 
habits in Black Narcissus - 
an indicator of the obsessive 
quality that informs every 
aspect of the film. 

Black Narcissus thrums 
with, as Scorsese describes 
it, “a psychosexual energy.” 
Deborah Kerr, who got her start in Colonel 
Blimp (three starts, really - as three different 
love interests, all lovely, red-haired, and tart- 
tongued), plays Sister Clodagh, who leads 
a sect of Anglican nuns up the mountain to 
start a school in an abandoned palace. The 
palace, one should point out, used to house 


a Native American general’s kept women, and 
that is one of many delicious sacrileges in this 
brutally sensual film. (The color palette - engi- 
neered by cinematographer and Technicolor 
wiz Jack Cardiff, who died in April 2009 at 
the age of 94 - is a beautiful battering ram to 
the senses.) The altitude makes everyone go 
a little off their rocker, most especially Sister 
Ruth (Kathleen Byron), who imagines a love 
connection with David Larrar’s wolfish land 
agent Mr. Dean. That obsession culminates in 
the film’s bravura climax, a stark and silhou- 
etted sequence (in fits it recalls The Cabinet of 
Dr. Caligari), and is set on the thin ledge of a 
cliff in the clouds. What more natural place to 
put a Powell and Pressburger film? 

In a small but significant subplot, the heady 
atmosphere affects another of the sect’s sisters: 
Charged with tending the vegetable garden, 
Sister Philippa plants tulips instead of onions. 
The metaphor is irresistible. 

In his biography Emeric Pressburger: The Life 
and Death of a Screenwriter, Kevin Macdonald, 
grandson to Pressburger and a filmmaker him- 
self ( The Last King of Scotland), quotes Billy 
Wilder on the subject of the Archers’ films: 
“Their films had color even when they were 
in black and white.” These are full-bodied, 
ecstatic works of art. In the rarefied air of a 
Powell and Pressburger film, artistry over- 
whelms propaganda, just as unrepentant sen- 
timent wins over restraint, and tulips, always, 
over onions. ■

“I thought that people might 
want to invest in something different that they could have a personal connection 
with.” Inspired by DirecTV’s marathon coverage of South by Southwest, James 
moved to Austin in 2007, and his career has received steady dividends ever since. 
He just returned from a 18-city tour in support of his new Live album, which was 
recorded late last year at Ruta Maya and showcases his evocative, soft tenor with 
an immediacy only hinted at on his two previous studio efforts. James is concerned 
with far more than just his bottom line, though. On Friday, June 11, the 28-year-old 
headlines a benefit at Flamingo Cantina with proceeds going toward a scholarship 
at the International Model School, a bilingual learning center for underprivileged 
students, owned and operated by his mother in West Africa’s Republic of Benin, 
birthplace of the mighty Orchestre Poly-Rythmo de Cotonou (see “Voodoo 
Lounge,” Dec. 18, 2009). “Here, there’s the No Child Left Behind Act,” says James, 
who moved from Benin to Rochester, N.Y., in 2001 to study computer technology, 
“but where I’m from, there is no public school. I’ve always wanted to try and find a 
way to give back to my mother to let her know that I appreciate her sacrifice.”

The announcement of Time Warner Cable’s nonrenewal with Austin Music Partners was no sur- 
prise to anyone who’s surfed past Channel 15 recently. AMP’s ME Television has struggled since the 
2009 departure of CEO Connie Wodlinger, a move followed by massive downsizing. The station has 
been in “random play” mode since the Chronicle looked into its South Congress studio (see “A Rocky 
Road to Recovery,” Screens, Oct. 16, 2009), but current CEO Kevin Kettler remains optimistic about 
the station’s future. “We’re going through a number of different changes,” admits Kettler, Dell’s former 
chief technology officer. “Part of that is a re-energizing of our programming lineup.” ME TV would like to 
expand its coverage to include film and segments on what Kettler referred to as “the Austin lifestyle,” 
with a goal of gaining syndication for its 52-episode ME Live From Austin series, the more recent tap- 
ings of which featured John Hiatt, Suzanna Choffel, and the Band of Heathens. The station has 
new content rolling out in July, including a documentary on Jerry Jeff Walker. Stay tuned.

LIGHTNIN’ 

HOPKINS: 

HIS LIFE 
AND BLUES 

by Alan Govenar 
Chicago Review Press, 

334 pp., $28.95 

“[W]hen you born 
in this world, you born 
with the blues. Upset 
is the blues. Worry is 
the blues. The blues 
come by what you 
love.” So pontificated Lightnin’ Hopkins in an 
interview for the 1969 documentary The Blues 
Accordin' to Lightnin' Hopkins, and noted Texas 
chronicler Alan Govenar has no trouble tracing 
the blues that run through Hopkins’ veins in 
his new biography. Having extolled the roots 
and significance of Lone Star blues with his 
2008 Texas Blues: The Rise of a Contemporary 
Sound, Govenar takes on Hopkins’ legacy 
in an unenviable task but a necessary one 
in untangling myths long threaded through 
the scant information that exists. Rigorously 
researched and setting the record straight 
on a number of counts, Lightnin' Hopkins: His 
Life and Blues is an indispensable addition to 
the entire genre. Most notable is the book’s 
cataloging of Hopkins’ recording history, with 
contextualization that not only elucidates the 
sound of the performances but the circum- 
stances that give each cut its individual char- 
acter and improvised influence. The trade- 
off in such a meticulous approach is that 
Govenar’s prose often reads dryly, a litany of 
events and facts that never brings to life the 
times, places, or, most importantly, Hopkins. 
The author excels in outlining the virtue of 
Hopkins’ down-home sound in relation to that 
of his contemporaries, a laid-back authentic- 
ity that shone through even as that element 
became somewhat managed for bigger, whiter 
audiences later in his career. As for the man 
himself, the reader is left looking askance 
through others’ recollections that often drain 
the colorful mythos from a complicated 
personality. “I’m a hidin’ man. I been hidin’ 
all my life,” Hopkins once responded when 
asked about his omnipresent sunglasses, and 
despite Govenar’s efforts, he largely remains 


oblique.

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THE RISE & FALL 
OF EMI RECORDS 

by Brian Southall

The computerized 
axial tomography (CAT) 
scanner was origi- 
nally developed in the 
1970s by EMI’s Central 
Research Laboratories. 

That’s just one minor 
footnote in the long, complicated history of 
EMI Records, the British major label that 
signed the Beatles, opened Abbey Road 



Studios, and snubbed the Sex Pistols for the 
Stones in 1977. The tale of Electric & Musical 
Industries dates back to the founding of the 
original Gramophone Company in 1897, but 
author Brian Southall, a 15-year employee of 
the label, focuses primarily on the 12-year 
period after EMI parted ways with Thorn in 
1996, a move that - after decades of invest- 
ments in other realms and mediums - made 
the company a stand-alone and publicly trad- 
ed entity. Like the rest of the record industry, 
EMI stumbled backward blindly into the Digital 
Age and has yet to recover, packaging and 
repacking its past in hopes of securing a more 
profitable future under the leadership of Guy 
Hands and Terra Firma Capital Partners Ltd., 
the private-equity firm that now controls EMI. 
Southall writes with more dollars than sense, 
relying too heavily on market share figures, 
chart placement, and financial information 
when more philosophical debate and insight 
about the changing nature of record labels is 
warranted. Ultimately, The Rise & Fall of EMI 
Records would have made a better documen- 
tary, soundtrack provided by Radiohead, Pink 
Floyd, and David Bowie. -Austin Powell

It’s been a long, strange game of Telephone 
from the 1939 World’s Fair to T-Pain, the lat- 
ter being the artist most recently and errone- 
ously associated with the vocoder, and the 
former being where the device was debuted 
to the public. Music writer Dave Tompkins will 
have us know T-Pain actually used Auto-Tune, 
a pitch-shifting program co-opted by Apple, 
turned into an app, and used on unsuspecting 
babies, and he does an admirable job retrac- 
ing the history of the misunderstood machine 
with similar wit and style. The title of the book 
even makes a cosmic joke about a misinter- 
preted phrase, “How to recognize speech.” 
Once upon a time, pre-World War II, the 
vocoder’s original function was to intercept 
and scramble incoming German code, not 
as a human voice but “spectral description” 
of speech. Tompkins’ way with words is the 
guiding light when connecting dots that seem 
galaxies away. In the late 1950s, Bell Labs’ 
Manfred Schroeder, inventor of the voice- 
excited vocoder, later used by 1980s electro- 
funk trio Jonzun Crew, was trying to work out 
the kinks of his creation by using sci-fi writer 
Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn’s method of mentally 
disassembling a beach to encode speech. It’s 
a dizzying trek, but Tompkins straightens it 
out, citing “the effervescent fizz of unvoiced

The image still seems bizarre 
30 years later: 1970s children 
dancing around singing the Village 
People’s “Y.M.C.A.” It was polyester proof that like Timbuk 3’s “The Future’s So Bright, 

I Gotta Wear Shades” and Chic’s “Good Times,” if the music is Top 40/catchy enough, 
people won’t care what the song is really about, even an undisguised gay subtext. Neil 
Bogart’s Casablanca kingdom in New York boasted a stable of stars that seemed unlikely 
mates - the Village People, Kiss, Donna Summer, Cher, and George Clinton - and he was 
King Midas with the golden label. To say that it was simply a hedonistic time trivializes 
the imprint’s impact. This was, after all, the era that spawned the phrase “sex, drugs, and 
rock & roll.” Author Larry Harris knows whereof he speaks in these insider tales of chart 
manipulation, outrageous promo stunts, hype, and drug excess: He was Bogart’s cousin 
and label co-founder. While it’s not true that you could get the essence of And Party Every 
Day: The Inside Story of Casablanca Records by simply snorting up a party-size line of 
coke, Harris is right: Casablanca was disco, right down to its neon logo. Alice Echols looks 
at disco from a broader perspective in Hot Stuff: Disco and the Remaking of American 
Culture. It’s an intriguing title, and the author is square in the corner of disco as a cultural 
and sociological force, noting that it was essentially gay male discos that were the cutting 
edge of the sound. While her 2000 Janis Joplin biography, Scars of Sweet Paradise, was 
revelatory and tender, Echols’ writing here often feels academic, though what makes Hot 
Stuff a solid read is her examination of disco’s underpinnings as a patchwork of minority 
cultures. In one telling section, Echols refers to the mass acceptance of disco as a “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” policy accepted as “unspoken law of the land” by masses willing to dance 
to music containing a loaded political dynamic. - Margaret Moser

True hip-hop, the 
type Q-Tip equates 
to old bebop, never 
got better than Nas’ 
lllmatic. Upon its 1994 release, the 20-year- 
old Brooklyn high school dropout was immedi- 
ately hailed as the second coming of Rakim: 
a street prophet with the lyrical wizardry to 
go toe-to-toe in any cipher. More than any- 
thing, lllmatic became a defining artifact of 
New York’s Queensbridge projects, the larg- 
est housing project in North America. For 
those reasons and more, hip-hop’s nerdiest 
have spent the past 16 years analyzing the 
album’s profundity and relevance. Born to Use 
Mies is one of the better analyses. A compi- 
lation (pagelong bibliographies!) helmed by 
Georgetown University’s Michael Eric Dyson 
and University of California - Irvine’s Sohail 
Daulatzai, it focuses on each of lllmatic’ s

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10 tracks, centering discussions around 
Queensbridge (Eddie S. Glaude Jr.’s essay 
on “Represent”); Nas’ relationship with his 
trumpeter father, Olu Dara; how lllmatic so 
vividly illustrates the ethos of hip-hop (James 
Braxton Peterson’s chapter on “The World Is 
Yours”); and the anticipation surrounding the 
album’s release (“Halftime,” “The Genesis”). 
The Source’s famed five-mic review and 
feature interview with lllmatic’ s crack team 
of producers from the same issue highlight 
10 “remixes” if you haven’t had enough. It’s 
not for the casual fan, but those who think 
lllmatic should be taught in classrooms just 
found their textbook.

File Country Music Originals: The Legends and the Lost by Tony Russell (Oxford 
University Press, 272 pp., $16.95 paper) with Colin Escott’s Tattooed on Their Tongues and 
Josh Alan Friedman’s Tell the Truth Until They Bleed under “stories of the almost famous 
and why they deserve to be remembered.” That’s glib, but these aren’t only worthy, well- 
researched stories of the lesser-known artists who toiled in the music business last 
century (Leo Soileau, Adolph Hofner, Hank Snow, et al.). British author Russell does his 
share of myth-busting. It’s long been said that the estimable Patsy Montana landed the 
first million-selling C&W single by a woman, “I Wanna Be a Cowboy’s Sweetheart.” Russell 
kindly points out no such numbers exist but feels it was “a very big hit and leave it at that.” 
Strange to think that The Art of the LP: Classic Album Covers , 1955-1995 by Johnny 
Morgan and Ben Wardle (Sterling, 400 pp., $29.95) represents the essentially defunct art 
form of vinyl album cover art. Make no mistake, the vinyl craze is just that - downloads 
will continue to rule. Until then, this marvelous compilation of album covers over a 40-year 
Sinatra-to-Nirvana period is a dazzling exhibit of what the square format provided for so 
many years. Covers were as much a part of the package as the music, and many images 
still resonate, iconic and groundbreaking - you still couldn’t get the English cover of Jimi 
Hendrix’s Electric Ladyland into a Wal-Mart today. Rock Paper Show: Flatstock Volume 
One by Geoff Peveto, Paula Scher, Craig Finn, and John Foster (Soundscreen Design, 312 
pp., $59.99) is the coolest coffeetable book on poster art since The Art of Rock. The mil- 
lennial emergence of Flatstock reinvigorated the poster renaissance of the 1990s, and its 
artistic muscle is spread throughout the fine-quality stock and 566 color images includ- 
ing the many and varied Flatstock posters. It’s a glorious thing to celebrate yourself, and 
Flatstock does giddily in this retrospective of the 20 shows featured since its founding by 
Frank Kozik in 2004. With chapter intros by insiders, advisers, printers, and, oh yes, col- 
lector fans, it’s a visual feast in eye-popping splendor and plenty of Austincentricity (the 
Chronicle's Raoul Hernandez and Marc Savlov are contributors) to go around. Like those cit- 
ies such as Seattle and San Francisco, where a vital music scene fostered a strong poster 
scene, the importance of Flatstock is in providing the younger generation of artists - visual, 
screenprinters, letterpress, and stencil - with context and future. - Margaret Moser 


take on this landmark release, largely explor- 
ing the music’s ripple effects over time. He 
builds the foundational lead up to the sessions 
by examining the musical precursors, Davis’ 
influential Birth of the Cool dates a decade 
earlier, and the trumpeter’s series of discs with 
arranger/composer Gil Evans. Most interest- 
ing is his discussion of the cultural ambience 
stemming from post-World War II existentialism 
and how Davis was able to capture that era’s 
feeling of remove in the music. After Williams’ 
assessment of Kind of Blue itself and how it 
opened the floodgates to modal improvisation, 
he follows the ripples outward starting with the 
album’s other principals, John Coltrane and 
Bill Evans. From there he examines such mod- 
ernists as George Russell, La Monte Young, 
and Terry Riley. The chapter on the Velvet 
Underground is enlightening, and you’ll never 
guess which James Brown classic has roots in 
Kind of Blue. Brian Eno and the ECM label also 
reveal peripheral relationships. Perhaps the 
connections get too tangential, but it certainly 
makes for some thought-provoking reading ... 
and relistening. - Jay Trachtenberg 


BRIAN ENO’S

Divided into chap- 
ters titled with rules 
from Brian Eno’s 
Oblique Strategies 
cards, Geeta Dayal 
approaches 1975 
experimental pop masterpiece Another 
Green World from a different perspective. 
Eno used Oblique Strategies in the studio 
to get out of creative funks - or rather, 
get into them - and Dayal makes the case 
that the ideas behind the album are more 
important than the man who dreamed them 
up. She follows his lateral thinking by giv- 
ing insight into the oft-whimsical studio 
process and weaving in older interviews 
with Eno. It’s more a curse than a blessing 
that the author gets no new input from Eno, 


though she does interview collaborators 
such as guitarist Robert Fripp and former 
girlfriend Judy Nylon. Dayal also touches 
on 1975’s Discreet Music and the car acci- 
dent that inadvertently led Eno into his 
ambient phase, which might be distracting 
to some, but it marked a change in tides 
nonetheless. As she states upfront, there 
are already enough Eno biographies, so 
there’s not much that’s revelatory here. 
Continuum’s 33V3 series is great for bite- 
sized nuggets, but for an album this layered 
and a personality so grand, you lose sight 
of the bigger picture. - Audra Schroeder 

ROCK AND ROLL WILL 
SAVE YOUR LIFE

See if you can 
spot the factual 
infraction in Steve 
Almond’s aside 
about one of his 
depression songs, 

INXS’ “Never 
Tear Us Apart” - 
“which you might 
remember as 
the one with the 
video where the 
comely singer Michael Hutchence wanders 
morosely around Prague and then, right at 
the end, accidentally hangs himself while 
masturbating.” A dozen pages later, the 
author of bestsellers ( Candyfreak ) and more 
{My Life in Heavy Metal) inadvertently pulls 
his best Hunter S. Thompson, only instead 
of 1960s idealism receding from a high- 
water mark viewed from Vegas, Almond’s 
1990s disillusionment almost drowns at 
Miami Beach, “having staggered naked into 
the rancid Atlantic and emerged to find 
nothing changed.” So windmills wiseass-lit 
mixtape as autobiography Rock and Roll Will 
Save You Life, from Styx, Toto, Metallica, 
and Air Supply to Israel, El Paso, Graceland, 
and Austin. James McMurtry, Kip Winger, 
and a “mancrush” on Bob Schneider - it’s 
all here, including rock critic social work (Nil 
Lara, Ike Reilly). Musical novels (Joe Henry) 
vs. catchy comment (Aimee Mann) uninten- 
tionally lands the unrepentant “Drooling 
Fanatic,” who aspires to the former but falls 
comfortably to the latter (say, Nick Hornby 
before his screenplay for An Education), 
which aligns perfectly with Mann’s generous 
front-cover testimonial. - Raoul Hernandez

ROLL JIHAD: 

A MUSLIM 
ROCK STAR’S 
REVOLUTION

Part spiritual 
memoir, part clunky 
autobiography, Rock 
& Roll Jihad tells a life 
story that is nothing 
short of jaw-dropping. 


Pakistan-born Ahmad, who pioneered “Sufi 
rock” by marrying his teenage love of Led 
Zeppelin’s sinuously behemoth riffs to the 
ecstatic vocal acrobatics of the millennia-old 
qawwali style of singing common to Pakistan, 
fronts Junoon (“passion”), the most revered 
rock band in all of South Asia for the past 
two decades. Unsurprisingly, this particular 
highway to hell, as viewed by Junoon’s myriad 
and often violent detractors throughout the 
Islamic Republic of Pakistan and the Middle 
East, wasn’t without its abyssal potholes. 

After spending his high school years rocking 
out in Tappan, N.Y., Ahmad trained as a physi- 
cian before cranking up his beloved Marshall 
amp and inadvertently devoting his life to 
peace, love, and power chords as the first 
true Muslim rock star. “Mine was a sort of 
Sex Pistols situation in reverse,” he writes. “I 
wanted to unite and heal the divisions in the 
Third World,” not “punch conservative British 
nationalism and the First World Order in the 
gut.” It didn’t hurt that the process included 
random encounters with Mick Jagger, Bono, 
and U.N. Secretary-General Kofi Annan, who 
later named Ahmad UNAIDS Goodwill ambas- 
sador. His fluid, improbable rise lacks the 
doomy, RPG grit of, for example, Iraqi met- 
alheads Acrassicauda’s similar tale, but his 
music and message - hope, not terror - are 
tailor-made for today and as evocative as 
Zep’s “Kashmir.” 

I AM OZZY 

by Ozzy Osbourne 
with Chris Ayres 
Grand Central 
Publishing, 

416 pp., $26.99 
Considering the 
world has seen 
everything about 
Ozzy Osbourne 
except the foot- 
age from his last 
endoscopy, what’s 
left to say? As 
this autobiogra- 
phy proves, not much. I Am Ozzy puts all the 
drugs and touring and drugs and midget hang- 
ings and drugs and dead doves into context, 
and if this bleary-eyed confessional is light on 
personal insight or untold anecdotes, that’s 
not surprising considering that the author is a 
black-out drunk. As Ozzy admits, if someone 
tells him he snorted ants with Motley Crue or 
punched a clown at his daughter’s birthday 
party, who is he to tell them he remembers 
better? That said, the book’s disappointing 
because the drug abuse overshadows the 
music. Even through all the booze, mountains 
of cocaine, and an abortive experiment with 
roofies, he’s still the man that sang on Black 
Sabbath’s first eight albums, then knocked 
out Blizzard of Ozz. What shines is the story of 
a failed petty criminal from Birmingham with a 
heart of gold and zero impulse control. Ozzy’s 
still the Beatles-obsessed working-class kid 
that went from scraping the puke out of cow 
guts in an abattoir to renting Don Johnson’s 
L.A. mansion. Just don’t ask him how he did 
it. He’s a bit blurry on the details.

At 
times the latticework becomes a little thick, 
but Schneider’s overview of the careers of 
Leonard Cohen, Joni Mitchell, Neil Young, 
Gordon Lightfoot, the Band, Anne Murray, 

Bruce Cockburn, Hank Snow, the McGarrigle 
sisters, and Ian & Sylvia are informed and 
comprehensive enough to make for an 
engrossing and enlightening read. Tidbits,

BABY, LET’S PLAY HOUSE: ELVIS 

by Alanna Nash 

It Books/HarperCollins, 704 pp., $27.99 

In terms of numbers, all you need to know 
about Elvis Presley and women can be sur- 
mised from the length of this book. From his 
1954 debut on the Louisiana Hayride through 
his 1977 death at age 42, Presley was afford- 
ed the double-edged opportunity to indulge 
his sexual appetite via a mind-boggling array 
of Memphis beauty queens, Hollywood lead- 
ing ladies, and adolescent fans such as 
14-year-old Priscilla Beaulieu, the onetime 
Queen of Del Valle Junior High. Music journal- 
ist Alanna Nash’s Baby ; Lets Play House is 
a well-researched chronicle of the King and 
his consorts that’s appropriately juicy without 
being unnecessarily salacious. Here we learn 
that Presley nicknamed his uncircumcised 
penis “Little Elvis,” had a brief fling with 
future Faster ; Pussycat! Kill! Kill! star Tura 
Satana, and tried unsuccessfully to hit on 
both Cher and Tanya Tucker in the mid-1970s. 
Like other biographers before her, Nash 


Daniels, just a fiddler at the time, was a 
member of Cohen’s band in 1970 or that the 
careers of the stridently political Cockburn 
and middle-of-the-road songstress Murray 
were intertwined, are sprinkled throughout. 

A great deal of time is spent on the Band 
thanks to its time with both Arkansan Ronnie 
Hawkins, as the Hawks, and Bob Dylan, 
bringing country, blues, and folk to rock & roll 
in a fashion that still reverberates, while also 
examining the reasons behind the Band’s 
Last Waltz. The author’s thesis that there 
are no borders in music is one he presents 
lucidly and stylishly. -Jim Caligiuri 

NEIL YOUNG’S ‘GREENDALE’

Green dale is 
Neil Young’s most 
fully realized com- 
mercial failure. 

Set in a pastoral 
Southern California 
town at the height 
of Bush’s reign of 
terror, the 2003 
concept album 
details the fic- 
tional Green fam- 
ily and its various 
struggles against 
modernity and cor- 
porate monopolies 
through a convo- 
luted song cycle 
that’s akin to reading a Choose Your Own 
Adventure book from start to finish. Greendale 
was adapted to the big screen as a grainy 
Super-8 film directed by the Canadian song- 
writer under his alias Bernard Shakey and 
staged as a theatrical production by Dallas’ 
Undermain Theatre in 2008. Now, Vertigo 
comics takes a stab at the work, with Human 
Target illustrator Cliff Chiang fleshing out 
the story in hard-lined black and white. The 


imagery’s quite remarkable, and writer Joshua 
Dysart ( Unknown Soldier) keenly shifts the 
focus of the story to Sun Green, a young polit- 
ical activist with an inexplicable, preternatural 
connection to nature, but there’s simply no 
way to save or make sense of the script, even 
with the inclusion of the Green family tree. 
Still, you have to applaud such an earnest and 
artfully rendered attempt at polishing a turd.

PHISH: THE BIOGRAPHY 

by Parke Puterbaugh 
Da Capo Press, 352 pp., $25 

With Phish back 
together, the time 
is ripe for Parke 
Puterbaugh’s biog- 
raphy, although 
non-Phishheads will 
find it rough going. 

Puterbaugh gained 
inside access to the 
Vermont jam band 
for a Rolling Stone 
article in 1995, which 
blossomed into a 
trusted relationship. 

That’s relegated 
him as a cheerleader for the band, when an 
unbiased viewpoint would better tell the tale. 
Chronologically, he captures the group’s begin- 
nings, including 10 pages devoted to the unre- 
leased, early song-cycle “Gamehendge.” The 
quirks of being a fan are also explored, which 
will set eyes to rolling. Phish became known 
for putting on special gigs at remote sites, but 
despite their importance even the biggest - Big 
Cypress, a millennium celebration concert held 
Dec. 31, 1999 - gets glossed over. The story 
gets interesting in 2000, when it’s explained 
that heavy drug use and the pressure of sus- 
taining a bloated support staff led to Phish’s 
initial breakup, and ends on an interview with 
guitarist Trey Anastasio, who provides hope for 
the extended future. -Jim Caligiuri 



PRESLEY AND THE WOMEN WHO LOVED HIM 

paints Presley as a devout believer in the vir- 
gin/whore complex. While the future Priscilla 
Presley was kept cloistered at Graceland 
with her parents’ blessing, Elvis canoodled 
his way from one movie set to another, never 
acknowledging the inherent hypocrisy of 
such an arrangement. When details of his 
relationships get obscured in the muck of 
competing accounts, Nash attempts to win- 
now as much definition as possible. And yet, 
when it comes to explaining the psychologi- 
cal forces that made Elvis who he was, both 
sexually and otherwise, she’s too quick to 
accept as gospel the assessments of former 
Turtles drummer-turned-psychologist Peter 0. 

Whitmer, who theorized that the prime deter- 
minant of Elvis’ life was a desire to compen- 
sate for the loss of his twin brother at birth. 

Nash’s endorsement of Whitmer’s psychobiog- 
raphy as the magic bullet that explains Elvis 
Presley’s life and loves is both overenthusias- 
tic and underscrutinized, a glaring anomaly in 
an otherwise entertaining read. - Greg Beets

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NEIL YOUNG 

Bass Concert Hall, June 5 

Neil Young doesn’t even 
pretend. “This song is for 
the little people,” was the 
only address the 64-year- 
old Northern California 
singer-songwriter made to 
a sold-out Bass Concert 
Hall Saturday night, just 
past the halfway mark of 
the 90-minute solo perfor- 
mance. “People too small 
to come” (to the show, pre- 
sumably). The song, “Leia,” 
a few piano chords and a 
heartfelt lyric, represented 
decades of signature Neil Young: unfet- 
tered, unreleased, unapologetic. If Young 
in his straw hat, two shirts, and blue jeans 
never once thanked his fawning flock, 
the guitarist’s body language onstage 
remains one of engaged accessibility. 

When Young shakes his electric guitar, he 
empties it on the audience. Besides, for 
personableness he’d brought along opener 
Bert Jansch. The 66-year-old Scottish 
folk pioneer brogued mostly unintelligible 
while introducing Irish traditionals, blues, 
and closer “Carnival,” but the thick and 
thorny tangle of simultaneous bass and 
rhythm on the acoustic guitar throughout 
his 45-minute warm-up was a one-man 
Pentangle reunion. Young, meanwhile, 
alone on what looked like a detail from 
Willie Nelson’s Luck, Texas - originally a 
Western movie set - as triangulated by 
two pianos and a pump organ on a riser, 
plus lighting from 10-foot-high campfire- 
colored luminous strips, spoke with 18 
selections, nearly half of them new. Knees 
flapping on acoustic kickoff “My My, Hey 
Hey (Out of the Blue),” Young contorted 
his torso upward in hitting the note upon 
which rests the word “gone” in the line 


“and once you’re gone, you can’t come 
back” as if to punctuate both the melody 
and his overall mindset. “Tell Me Why” and 
“Helpless” followed in similar fashion, the 
headliner washing out his harmonica in a 
glass of water on the former, then blowing 
it like a jazzman looking for his sweet spot. 
He found it on the triptych of debuts next: 
“You Never Call,” a heavenly dialogue with 
Young’s recently departed archivist Larry 
Johnson; “Peaceful Valley,” an ode to con- 
quering the West; and “Love and War,” the 
only two subjects known to man. “Down by 
the River,” a Crazy Horse of electric abra- 
sion, punctuated that trio and set up one of 
the evening’s most stunning runs of verses, 
“Hitchhiker,” which was itself punctuated by 
a gripping “Ohio.” “Sign of Love” also shook 
the temple anew, “After the Goldrush” 
hushed a town full of hecklers (“play what 
you want, Neil”), and “Cortez the Killer” and 
“Cinnamon Girl” back-to-back collapsed 
the Bass Concert Hall into a pile of rumble 
out of which a short, sweet, straight-ahead 
reading of “Old Man” as the first of two 
encores restored order to the universe - 
deconstructed once again in amplified sign- 
off “Walk With Me.” If it’s talk you want, try 
the Weather Channel. - Raoul Hernandez 


MGMT 

Stubb’s, June 6 

Thax Douglas makes an odd 
master of ceremonies. The recent 
Chicago transplant is the Beatle Bob 
of street poetry, introducing bands 
with scribbled psychedelic ramblings 
from his notebook journal. Even more 
so than opener Tame Impala - an 
Australian classic rock quartet that 
recalled Spiritualized without the Pink 
Floyd fixation - Douglas’ “Ode to 
MGMT” was an oddly prescient pre- 
amble to the curiosity that followed, 
something about the color red and a 
bridge that concluded, “long ago when 
the rainbow was first bleeding across the sky.” Having achieved the level of success and celebrity 
the Brooklyn outfit openly mocked on its splendid 2008 debut Oracular Spectacular, MGMT similarly 
followed its muse into more surreal territory with this year’s Congratulations, a sophomore head- 
scratcher with more tangents than hooks and nothing that even remotely resembles a radio single. 
The band’s 75-minute set at Stubb’s - and the sold-out audience’s attention - was torn between 
those two extremes, interspersing nuggets like the extended disco-glam of “Electric Feel,” the swell- 
ing guitar-aurora “Weekend Wars,” and certified anthem “Time to Pretend” between long stretches 
of the new LP, with only “Flash Delirium” and Roxy Music pastiche “Brian Eno” fully adapting to the 
live setting. There were unexpected highlights, like the Suicide-baiting rarity “Destrokk” and acoustic 
opener “Pieces of What,” which sounded like a lost demo from David Bowie’s Space Oddity, but the 
lasting impression was one of general ambivalence. For encore closer “Kids,” MGMT abandoned its 
instruments in favor of a rousing round of karaoke, self-satisfied and complacent. - Austin Powell

MIIKE SNOW 

Antone’s, June 8 

Miike Snow’s eponymous 2009 debut was well- 
mannered enough, Swedish electro-pop with a rave 
heartbeat. Nothing offensive or edgy, just stuff kids 
can dance to. Live, and bumped up from a trio to 
a sixpiece, that sound turned into something a bit 
different. You can hear why their songs are appeal- 
ing to the 18-24 demographic: uptempo, anthemic, 
perfect for scripted teen reality-dramas on MTV. 

That television tie-in earned the group a sold-out 
Antone’s, where, three songs in, the white masks 
the group wore came off. Singer Andrew Wyatt 
slung on a guitar. Girls screamed. With his tinted 
glasses, black satin shirt, silver medallion, and mop 
of dark hair, he looked like Gary Oldman in Dracula. 

The rest of the band followed suit and resembled 
the Bad Seeds in all black. Although a subterranean 
gothic mist definitely covered “Plastic Jungle,” Miike 
Snow’s songs are a bit less primitive than Cave’s, 
aided largely by production duo Christian Karlsson 
and Pontus Winnberg, aka Bloodshy & Avant, who 
notably won a Grammy for Britney Spears’ “Toxic.” 

They made quick work on their instruments, 

Karlsson front and center on electronic drums, plus assorted spinning and twiddling of knobs. 
The clean lines and loopy beats polished ballad “Silvia” and “Sans Soleil,” on which Wyatt chan- 
neled Prince behind the keys, and fist-pumped the laser-assisted “Animal” and “Burial.” By the 
end of the hour set, it was hard to tell what was a fog machine and what was possibly a cloud of 
lusty summer sweat and body spray hanging over the stage. - Audra Schroeder 




“Day turned into night during that 
song,” surmised keyboardist Nancy Whang 
after the new lite beer anthem “Drunk 
Girls.” Such was the power and charm 
of LCD Soundsystem’s perfectly paced 
90-plus-minute sold-out set at Stubb’s on 
Tuesday. Over the last five years, everyday 
hero James Murphy and his rotating cast 
of misfits have been rock stars in reverse, 
debuting with a game-changing double 
album that ushered disco into the new 
millennium even as the ever-self-effacing 
Murphy laughed off his own midlife cri- 
sis and relevance through set highlights 
“Losing My Edge” and dual-bass banger 
“Daft Punk Is Playing at My House.” The 
band’s two most recent LPs, 2007’s 
Sound of Silver and the recently released 
This Is Happening, have watered down the 


formula, evident in the lackluster “Pow 
Pow” and opener “Us V Them,” but in a 
live setting the self-coined North American 
scum still works miracles. How else do 
you explain the primal efficacy of set 
closer “Yeah (Crass Version),” a 10-min- 
ute tantrum that builds into an aggressive 
techno rave, complete with fog machines, 
LED screens, and lasers? “All My Friends” 
offered Krautrock perfection, powered by 
human drum machine Pat Mahoney, while 
“Movement” burned with no-wave veloc- 
ity. There was even a streak of sincerity 
via retro-lament “I Can Change.” The only 
disappointment was encore closer “New 
York I Love You,” a faux power ballad fit 
for 01’ Blue Eyes. Even that was saved by 
a knowing transition into Jay-Z’s “Empire 
State of Mind.” - Austin Powell

America, What a Country! In 2007, after a 
stay in the United States distinguished main- 
ly by his acquisition of a long police record, 
illegal immigrant Cecil Harvey, 55, was 
deported to his native Barbados. However, 
according to records revealed by the New 
York Post in May, Harvey received, in late 
2009, one last remembrance of America: 
$145,000 from the city of New York in settle- 
ment of his lawsuit over having once been 
held at Rikers Island jail for about a month 
longer than the law permitted. 

IRONIES 

Betty Lynn, 83, was mugged and had her 
wallet stolen in her new hometown of Mount 
Airy, N.C., in April. Lynn is the actress who 
played Barney Fife’s best girl, Thelma Lou, in 
The Andy Griffith Show and had lived in Los 
Angeles until she became alarmed at the 
city’s crime rate. She decided in 2007 to 
move to the quieter, more peaceful Mount 
Airy, which was Griffith’s birthplace and the 
model for the TV town of Mayberry. 

Gary Null filed a lawsuit in New York City in 
April against the maker of a nutrition supple- 
ment called Ultimate Power Meal, alleging 
that he had suffered constant pain, kidney 
damage, and internal bleeding from the prod- 
uct’s recommended daily regimen. Ultimate 
Power Meal is one of the “health” supple- 
ments packaged under the label of Gary Null, 
a nationally prominent pitchman for homeo- 
pathic remedies. Null is suing the manufac- 
turer who supplies the product on which Null 
affixes his Ultimate Power Meal label. 
(According to consumer advisers at 
Quackwatch.org, Null is “one of the nation’s 
leading promoters of dubious treatment for 
serious disease.”) 

According to court records cited by The 
Washington Post in April, Rene Fernandez, 45, 
will plead guilty to one count of a DUI-caused 
injury in connection with a 2009 traffic acci- 
dent in Montgomery County, Md., that severe- 
ly injured a retired county judge and his wife, 
both in their 80s. Fernandez and the judge, 
Edwin Collier, had met previously, in 1998, 
when Judge Collier pronounced sentence on 
Fernandez for DUI. At that time, Judge Collier 
released Fernandez on probation, even 
though Fernandez had been arrested for DUI 
twice in the previous three months.

As they were 
questioning him about where he got the jew- 
elry, Campana (according to the police report) 
started shaking and sweating and then faint- 
ed. He was charged several days later with 
burglary. 2) Jason Robinson, 22, was arrest- 
ed at a Burger King in Pine Bluff, Ark., in May 
after robbing the restaurant manager at gun- 
point. As the manager handed over the day’s 
proceeds, Robinson set his gun down on a 
counter to grab the money. Not surprisingly, 
the manager picked up the gun and shot 
Robinson in the leg. 



In April, warehouse workers at the Copenhagen, Denmark, brewery 
that makes Carlsberg beer went on strike after the company cut back on 
its allowance of providing up to three free beers per shift, which workers 
thought made their mundane jobs easier to take. As of April 1, only one beer 
per shift was provided, and only at lunch. (The previous “right” belonged 
also to delivery drivers, according to a Reuters report, but it was not clear 
how that right squared with drunken-driving laws.) 


COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

Paula Wolf, 41, was arrested in Stevens 
Point, Wis., and charged with hitting four 
pedestrians at random with projectiles on 
April 21. In Wolf’s car, police found a blow 
gun, a slingshot, and a bucket of rocks, and 
after questioning, Wolf told police that she 
just “liked to hear people say ‘ouch.’” 

Lame: 1) The reason career criminal Kevin 
Polwart gave for his brief February escape 
from New Zealand’s Auckland Prison was to 
demonstrate that he posed no threat to soci- 
ety on the outside (and thus that he should 
be paroled). Instead, authorities added nine 
months to his sentence. 2) A judge in 
Scotland went lenient on George McIntosh, 
53, who had been convicted of embezzling 
the equivalent of about $87,000 from two 
pro golfing organizations. McIntosh claimed 
that his medication for Parkinson’s disease 
had made him “compulsive[lyj” generous so 
that he needed to embezzle money in order 
to buy gifts for his friends. 

PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

Recurring Theme: Police in Austin, Texas, 
executing a search warrant in May, discov- 
ered an elaborate, three-story tunnel complex 
extending as far as 35 feet underground 
beneath the home of Jose Del Rio, 70, which 
he apparently dug over at least a two-year 
period. Police also found 19 guns, plus 


ammunition, batteries, and compressed 
gas (which presented a serious safety 
hazard). The property showed signs of 
caving in and posed a threat to adjacent 
property, as well. Police noted that Del 
Rio (who neighbors said “kept to him- 
self”) was cooperative during the search, 
although he offered no particular explana- 
tion for the tunnels. 

A ‘NEWS OF THE WEIRD’ CLASSIC 
(APRIL 1994) 

The New York Daily News reported in 
April 1994 on a cellblock fight between 
prominent New York mass murderers Colin 
Ferguson and Joel Rifkin while they were 
awaiting trials at the Nassau County jail. 
(They were later convicted.) Reportedly, 
Ferguson was using a telephone and 
told Rifkin to be quiet. According to the 
Daily News source, Ferguson told Rifkin, 

“I wiped out six devils [white people], 
and you only killed women.” Rifkin alleg- 
edly responded, “Yeah, but I had more 
victims.” Ferguson then allegedly punched 
Rifkin in the mouth.

Chickamaw Farm outside of McDade grows blueberries, and 
this year promises to be one of its best crops ever. If you hurry 
and get there before the Fourth of July, you will be able to pick 

a bucketful of the 
sweet berries. 

In the sandy-loam 
soil of the Lost Pines 
north of Bastrop (about 
an hour’s drive from 
Austin), the farm is the 
westernmost and 
southernmost of any 
commercial blueberry 
patch in Texas. 

“Blueberries don’t grow 
easily here, but they’ll 
grow,” says Bill 
McCranie, the farm’s 
owner. On Memorial 
Day, the branches of 
nearly 200 bushes 
were straining from the 
weight of berries. 

Bill smiled broadly 

as he showed visitors the clusters of young berries while his two sons popped ripe orbs into their 
mouths. After two years of drought and disappointing crops, this year the rains came at the right 
time. He didn’t plant a strawberry crop this year because of his previous losses, and the cows got 
his blackberries. Such are the up-and-down fortunes of a farmer. 

“Farming is not a walk-in deal,” Bill says. “You have to build a farm overtime.” He and his 
wife, Nancy, began cutting their fields out of the thick woods about 14 years ago. During the 
week, Bill works in the petroleum industry. At home he shuns the use of chemicals. Their farm is 
certified organic. 

Using a process called biodynamics, Bill has created a natural ecosystem in his fields. He likens 
it to the way he established the food chain in his two ponds. He started with the smallest fish and 
gradually built up to stocking catfish that haven’t been fed synthetic food. “You could eat nearly 
anything on the place,” he says with a laugh. 

The farm’s name comes from a Choctaw word for “sacred ground,” and that is what Bill and 
Nancy have created on their patch of earth. Surrounded by a sanctuary for wildlife, they have plant- 
ed additional blueberry bushes and hope to add to the farm’s crops over the next few years. “We 
want to produce the kind of food for other people that we would eat,” Bill says. 

Chickamaw Farm is open for pick-your-own blueberries by appointment. Call 512/567-3456 for 
directions and availability. Mornings are the best time. Smart pickers bring plenty of water and a 
small ice chest and wear a hat and closed-toe shoes. Also, ask about the availability of grass-fed 
beef raised at the farm. The business is a member of 1% for the Planet and donates a portion of 
sales to environmental organizations. 

Blueberries need acidic soil like that prevalent in East Texas. Other blueberry farms in the 
area include King’s Orchard, Plantersville; Huebner Farm, Normangee; DeZavala Vineyard, 

Franklin; and Kingsbury’s Blueberries near Caldwell. For a list of pick-your-own farms in Texas, go

Eddie Johnson and 
Jamie Watson have been the Aztex’s main scoring threats - in fact they’re the second- 
and third-leading scorers in the league - but add Maxwell Griffin to the list, with a goal in 
each of the last two games... The Aztex are now one-third of the way through the season...

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Tracy Letts writes some ugly plays. He writes about people 
on the lower end of the economic shuffle: mechanics and wait- 


resses and ex-cons. This is the 

the last year by Capital T at Hyde Park 
Theatre, and the first, Killer Joe, proved to 
be so popular that Capital T put it up for two 
different runs at the venue. 

If you saw Joe and you see Bug, you 
won’t find a lot of difference between the 
characters in the two plays. They drink heav- 
ily, indulge in illegal substances, and tend 
toward violence when they don’t get what 
they want. You’ll also find similarities in 
their living conditions - the characters in Joe 
resided in a run-down trailer, and the main 
character in Bug, Agnes, lives in a run-down 
motel room (and, by the looks of it, has lived 
there for a long, long time). What you won’t 
find is a similarity between the scripts. Joe 
was funny because the characters in it were 
so selfish, ignorant, and just plain stupid 
that it was easy to laugh at them. Bug, on 
the other hand, has moments of humor, but 
for the most part plays as drama. The char- 
acters are selfish, sure, but not necessarily 
ignorant or stupid, and that makes their 
plight a lot more difficult to stomach. 

Some might find comparing one show to 
the other problematic, but Capital T invites the 
comparison by selling Bug as being produced 
by the same team that produced Joe. Four 
of the five cast members - Kenneth Wayne 
Bradley, Katie deBuys, Melissa Recalde, and 
Joey Hood - also appeared in Joe, and Mark 
Pickell, Capital T’s artistic director, directed 
both shows. But where Joe had a relent- 


second Letts play produced in 

less, and quite effective, tempo, Bug is slow, 
especially in the first act. DeBuys as Agnes 
and Hood as Peter, a stranger who manages 
to catch Agnes’ eye and then infect her in 
more ways than one, get most of the stage 
time, and in the first act they seem to take a 
pause after every line. They also sometimes 
deliver their lines so quietly that you have to 
strain to hear. Put together a slow tempo and 
quiet voices, and the effect is enervating. 
Adam Hilton’s sound design often doesn’t 
help. During one scene in the second act, the 
sound is so loud, it completely detracts from 
the scene being played onstage. 

Now it may be that Letts suggested this kind 
of line delivery in his script. If he did, director 
Pickell and his actors should have made dif- 
ferent choices. Not only does the delivery not 
make sense in a technical way, it doesn’t make 
sense in terms of the story. Through much of 
the play, the characters are either freebasing 
or snorting cocaine, a stimulant, but these 
people appear to be anything but stimulated. 
Some of the performances work well - Bradley 
as ex-con Jerry and Melissa Recalde as the 
somewhat rude and radical RC energize the 
show every time they step on the stage - and 
the show’s concept of a radical government 
organization planting bloodsucking bugs inside 
a human body is interesting, but for the most 
part Bug, just like its insect cousins, made me 
want to wave my hands around my head and 
say, “Cut it out!” - Barry Pineo

Confidence Men: ‘Wham! Bam! 

Thank You, Mamet!'

Yes, these men are pretty fucking confident. Because they - 
listen - they know life, right? Six men - men, you understand. 
Women, they have their place, there’s nothing wrong with women, 


do not - do not - mistake our words. 

But these are men. Asaf Ronen. Troy 
Miller. Michael Ferstenfeld. Tom Booker. 

Jeff Britt. Chris Allen. These are men, and 
they know life, and they know improv. But 
what they know most, maybe, is they know 
their Mamet. David Mamet, yes. The play- 
wright. The screenwriter. The man whose 
characters’ dialogue’s clipped and repetitive 
rhythms are as distinct to a theatregoer or 
cineaste as a pair of possessive nouns in 
the middle of - or pretty much anywhere, 
really, in - a multiple-claused sentence 
(that almost desperately needs to tell you a 
quivering fuck-ton of information before the 
period kicks in) is distinct to a fan of that 
other David: Foster Wallace. 

You can’t escape the influence, is the 
thing. You can try, but you can’t ever com- 
pletely escape. The influence of authors, of 
mentors, of those who have come before 
in the trade you’re plying, the skills you’ve 
honed. David Mamet. Del Close. Keith 
Johnstone. It seeps in, the influence. In life. 
On stage. We’re talking about that latter, 
here: the stage. 

We recently saw Wham! Bam! Thank You , 
Mamet!, the Con Men’s first anniversary 
show, there at the Hideout Theatre, and we 
were as happy about it as we were with the 
other three or four shows we’ve seen of 
theirs. To be specific: very goddamn happy. 
Because we love the Mamet, yes we do, and 
we love good improv, and here we got to see 
some of the best parts of both. 

It’s the consistency that’s most unusual. 
Even the finest troupes of improvisers have 
off nights, and it’s likely these Confidencers 
have them, too, and we just haven’t seen 
them. But, still, at least four distinct shows 
over the course of a year, and the improv 


machinery of six-men-making-shit-up-and- 
turni ng-it-i nto-a-successfu l-narrative-that- 
incorporates-audience-suggestions, and 
that machinery running in a way that could 
be accurately described as, for the most 
part, well-oiled? Effective and humorous? 
Incredible, really. 

And, yes, when they first started, 12 
months ago, these fellows had a little rough- 
ness with the gears meshing, a little need 
for the players to get more familiar with 
one another; but, even then, they were like 
gangbusters. And now, noticeably improved. 
Even, we’re saying, better. And, as is becom- 
ing our habit, we blame two things. 

First, the players. These aren’t newcom- 
ers to the improv scene; these are men who 
have successfully lived the improv life for 
years. Hard to find a smoother group of tal- 
ents, and for this anniversary show they fea- 
tured Ken Webster, the Mametophile honcho 
of Hyde Park Theatre and one of the best 
actors in town, as guest star in this show 
where the action took place at a bar mitzvah 
for his character’s son.

This is why, 
if you’re looking for a double-win for your com- 
edy dollar, we suggest you keep your eyes on 
the Chronicle Listings: Because the Men are 
returning for a couple of performances in July, 
and you’d be a fool, a total fucking schmuck, 
to miss them.

Spending time in the company of writer/director Holofcener’s characters 
is a treat that comes around too infrequently. Her films capture snatches 
of life and conversations that are resonant and recognizable, contemporary 


and complex, precise yet open-ended in their 
presentation and meaning. Holofcener’s world is 
drenched in familiarity, especially in its focus 
on women, their interior lives, and their com- 
plicated feelings about body image. Yet this 
Manhattan-set movie also captures a sense of 
the present-day economic reality in America in 
its depiction of the growing gulf between the 
haves and have-nots and the ever-increasing 
sense of guilt the privileged feel regarding 
their altruistic impulses - or lack thereof. From 
the very opening images of Please Give, it is 
clear that Holofcener is determined to show 
us aspects of women’s lives rarely 
explored in feature films. One by 
one, we see breasts of every size, 
shape, and skin color plopped onto 
the glass plate of a mammogram 
X-ray machine while the Roches 
sing in amusing counterpoint on the 
soundtrack. Automatically, we are 
dropped into Holofcener’s unseen 
world of women and the dissonance between 
viewing breasts for their cultural and sexual 
contexts and as “tubes of potential danger” 
as Rebecca (Hall), the radiology tech, refers to 
them. Rebecca is the granddaughter of crotch- 
ety Andra (marvelously played by Guilbert, who 
will be best remembered as the next-door 
neighbor, Millie Helper, on The Dick Van Dyke 
Show, or perhaps in a different decade as one 
of the Del Boca Vista neighbors on Seinfeld). 
Andra lives in the apartment next door to Kate 
(played by Holofcener mainstay Keener) and 
Alex (Platt), whose desire to purchase and 


break through the walls of Andra’s apartment 
after her death is a well-known secret. Kate 
frets about the responsibilities of privilege and 
gives generously to panhandlers on the street 
and makes a few tragicomic attempts at volun- 
teer opportunities. Recently, she has become 
concerned about the business ethics she and 
Alex practice in their vintage furniture store: 
specifically, buying pieces for a pittance from 
children of deceased elders and then resell- 
ing the items in their store for a substantial 
profit. Other central characters include Kate 
and Alex’s daughter, Abby (Steele), whose acne- 
pocked face is a walking poster for 
body-image issues, and Rebecca’s 
unhappy sister Mary (Peet), who gives 
facials in a day spa. There’s a sexual 
infidelity and a few other incidents, 
but the pleasure of Please Give lies in 
its conversations rather than its plot. 
In fact, the film’s attempt to bring all 
the character arcs together toward 
the end results in frustrations similar to most 
attempts at achieving simultaneous climax. 
Some of what’s so lovely about Please Give is 
its very reluctance to spell out exactly what 
the characters have learned and its accep- 
tance of the prickliness that is essential to 
so many of their natures. In the past, I have 
used the word “perambulating” to describe 
Holofcener’s characters, and it’s as good a 
word here as ever. A stroll with these charac- 
ters is a refreshing break from from the usual 
film exercises. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Although the initial screen credit her- 
alds The City of Your Final Destination as a 
Merchant Ivory Film, the movie was directed 
by Ivory after the death of his longtime pro- 
ducing partner Ismail Merchant. The story 
is contemporary, unlike so many of the 
Merchant Ivory costumed affairs ( Howards 
End, Mr. & Mrs. Bridge), yet has a place- 
out-of-time feel that would be appropriate 
to most any era. Based on a novel by 
Peter Cameron, the script is by Ruth Prawer 
Jhabvala, the screenwriter responsible for 
most of the Merchant Ivory canon. Typical 
of a Merchant Ivory film, The City of Your 
Final Destination exudes a tasteful quality 
and style: It is exquisitely cast, lovely to 
look at and listen to, finely edited, and so 
on.

but no frisson. There is a central mystery, 
characters come and go, and overwhelming 
emotions are spoken of but hardly seen. The 
actors are all superb and capable of holding 
us rapt. But, by the end, we are left with much 
less than meets the eye. Omar (Metwally) is 
an American professor of literature who is 
seeking authorization from a dead novelist’s 
relatives to write a biography of him. His ini- 
tial query was rejected by the novelist’s rela- 
tives - the executors of Jules Gund’s literary 
estate - so Omar travels to Uruguay to coax 
them in person. Arriving unannounced at the 
Gunds’ pastoral estate, Omar is generously 
given shelter by the family who neverthe- 
less withholds permission for the biography. 
His primary opponent is the widow, Caroline 
(Linney), a haughty but sad woman who 
offers no rationale for her reluctance. More 
receptive are Gund’s brother Adam (Hopkins), 
a gay man living with his much younger 
Japanese lover in a separate house, and Jules 
Gund’s live-in mistress, Arden (Gainsbourg). 
Intriguing information about all these char- 
acters slowly comes to light but ultimately 
reveals no greater truths. Also part of the 
story is Omar’s overbearing girlfriend, Dierdre 
(Lara). Even though the film never drags, its 
story is very slight and inconsequential. When 
you get to the end of The City of Your Final 
Destination, you may discover that there is no 
there there. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Variations on this 
story are the foundations of such films 
as True Lies and the 2005 Mr. & Mrs. 
Smith and even the Tom Cruise/Cameron 
Diaz feature Knight and Day, which is 
scheduled for release later this month. 
Killers contributes little to the form and 
otherwise coasts on the strength of 
its eye-candy casting of two handsome 
former models-turned-actors, Heigl and 
Kutcher. Both have in common a limited 
emotive range, which grows quickly tire- 
some, though Heigl, with her ability to 
play both a shrieking hysteric and uptight 
sexpot, has double the range of Kutcher. 
The movie begins with an extended meet- 
cute preamble in the south of France, 
where Jen (Heigl) is vacationing with her 
parents (Selleck and O’Hara) after getting 
dumped by her fiance for being unadven- 
turous. The setup and locale call to mind 
Hitchcock’s To Catch a Thief, though that 


raises unfulfilled expectations. Kutcher’s 
Spencer wants to get out of the hit-man 
business and dreams of retiring to a 
quiet suburban life. Cut to three years 
later and we find Jen and Spencer mar- 
ried and living out their suburban ideals. 
Then, one by one, their so-called friends 
start shooting at them and the couple 
goes on the run while trying to figure out 
why they have become targets. There was 
potential in this setup to make a mockery 
of suburban values and lifestyles, but 
instead the script only calls for violent 
mayhem and chaotic, nonsensical plot- 
ting. Only the underplaying Selleck gets 
out of this with any dignity, while O’Hara 
is totally wasted as Jen’s one-note tip- 
pling mom. - Marjorie Baumgarten

LIVING IN EMERGENCY: 
STORIES OF DOCTORS 
WITHOUT BORDERS 

D: Mark N. Hopkins. (NR, 93 min.) 

The title makes explicit that this documen- 
tary takes the perspective of the volunteers 
of the humanitarian aid group Medecins Sans 
Frontieres/ Doctors Without Borders (MSF), 
which is perhaps wise: No one ever idealized 
the plight of victims of famine or genocide, 
but certainly some of us have been naively 
attracted to the combination of do-gooding 
and danger that defines volunteer work in 
geopolitical hot spots. Living in Emergency, 
then, is like a hard slap to the face: There 
is nothing remotely romantic about this grim 
depiction of two missions in Liberia and 
Congo in the mid-2000s. The film follows four 
MSF volunteers who range from fresh-faced 
newbies to battle-scarred veterans of the 
organization: Tom Krueger, an American sur- 
geon who gave up a 20-year private practice 
to go on his first mission to Monrovia, at the 
Mamba Point Hospital (the only free hospital 
in a city of 1 million); the irrepressible Italian 
Chiara Lepora, who leads the Monrovia mis- 
sion; Davinder Gill, a 26-year-old Australian 
tasked, on his very first mission, with run- 
ning a remote outpost in the Foya district of 
Liberia; and Chris Brasher, another Australian, 
who arrives in war-ravaged Congo “running on 
empty” after nine years with MSF. From the 
looks of it, Hopkins, in his first feature-length 
documentary, enjoyed unfettered access to 
the doctors both at work and unwinding; the 
camera doesn’t flinch from graphic scenes 
of amputation, brain drilling, and all-around 
awfulness, even if the viewer repeatedly 
does. As for downtime, well, that’s a pretty 
big downer, too: The doctors are candid and 
un-self-censoring in detailing their feelings of 
frustration, helplessness, and growing disil- 
lusionment. The film documents one joyful, 
unbridled party that casually hints at sexual 
tension, but Hopkins mostly skips on explor- 
ing the sex- and substance-fueled culture 
that commonly accompanies life and death 
conditions. If there’s a complaint to be made 
about this utterly engrossing documentary, 
it’s that its portrait of these four doctors is 
limited to the experience itself, with no nod to 
their homefront lives or the unique character 
psychology that sent them halfway across the 
world and against unimaginable odds.

Marmaduke (amiably voiced 
by Wilson) is the dog in question: a 
mammoth Great Dane mix who, in his 
own words, is going through his awkward 
teenage years. Marmaduke means well, 
but he’s too ungainly, too uncoordinated, 
too sloppy and eager to make mischief. 
He’s also a mutt, which docks him major 
points when Marmaduke’s family, the 
Winslows, moves from Kansas to Orange 
County (scored, unimaginatively, to The 
OC theme music), where the dog park 
division between pedigrees and mixed 
breeds is framed as a kind of canine 
clique war. There’s also a makeover 
sequence, hard partying, light ethnic 
humor, and a princess vs. tomboy love 
triangle - which sounds like the mak- 
ings of a totally rad John Hughes movie.

BABIES D: Thomas Balmes. (PG, 79 min.) 

Babies are cute and fairly irresistible: the 
equivalent of onscreen catnip. This feature- 
length film is akin to a nature documentary 
in its exclusive focus on human babies in 
their natural habitats. However, there is no 
voiceover narration to explain or comment on 
what we are seeing. Four babies from around 
the world are the film’s subjects: Ponijao 
in Namibia, Bayarjargal in Mongolia, Mari in 
Tokyo, and Hattie in San Francisco. French 
director Balmes cross-cuts throughout the 
film to capture various stages in the babies’ 
development, although oftentimes the con- 
nections among them seem more visual than 
thematic. The point I think Balmes is trying to 
make is that human babies have more com- 
monalities than differences. The film pays 
no attention to the cultural influences or, at 
most, deals only in broad generalities. It’s 
an old argument: whether nature or nurture 
has a greater influence in childhood develop- 
ment. The unmediated nature documentary 
Babies clearly makes a case for the former.

She was the niece of a now-82-year- 
old retired industrialist who hires Stockholm-based 
journalist Mikael Blomkvist (Nyqvist) to investigate 
the cold case. Running parallel to and finally weav- 
ing its way into Blomkvist’s own storyline is the 
scrutiny of the fearsomely independent and black- 
clad, cycle-riding female hacker Lisbeth Salander 
(Rapace): the girl with the dragon tattoo. Oplev’s 
film is deftly calculated to thrill even as it repulses.

Vanko’s interactions with Iron Man (Downey Jr.) and 
Iron Man knockoff/ upgrade War Machine (piloted by 
Cheadle’s Col. Rhodes) seem poorly thought out, and 
the climactic battle scene busies itself with explosions 
and comes to a perfunctory conclusion.

Since 
then, I’ve delved deeper into all that 
stuff with varying degrees of suc- 
cess, but the Clean and a few other 
bands like the DoubleFlappys and 
the Gordons definitely influenced us 
the last few years.” 


Rush is Eddy Current’s second 
album for Memphis’ Goner Records 
and perhaps its best yet, slowing 
down the pace of 2008 ’s Primary 
Colours for more expansive mid- 
song jams. The 24-minute closing 
title track makes a wonderful rack- 
et, then fades out with 20 minutes 
of beach sounds. 

“Some took it as some arty, pre- 
tentious statement, but really the 
end of that song sounded nice and 
tropical, sounded nice with some 
waves, and tied into the cover and 
title,” explains Young. “The idea 
was to stretch it for 20 minutes, 
because CDs can go 80 minutes, 
and we may as well do something 
with the time given.

READER WONDERS WHY 
CAR’S WHEEL BROKE OFF 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

Two weeks ago while traveling down a city street, my 
car, a Volvo S80, suddenly swerved and almost flew into a 
lamppost. A man driving behind me said he saw the right 
front wheel come off just before the car swerved. If he had 
not seen the wheel fall off, I would not have known what 
had happened. My insurance has covered everything, as the 
car was a total loss, but neither the insurance company nor 
the Volvo shop where it was towed could give any explana- 
tion for this accident. Fortunately, no one was on the side- 
walk or in the street to be hit by the wheel. Nonetheless, I 
am very disturbed to not know what caused this. Have you 
any ideas or explanations? Thank you. -Judy 

RAY: I can’t say for sure what happened, Judy, but my 
guess would have to be that your wheel bolts broke off. 

TOM: Volvo uses wheel bolts instead of lug nuts to 
hold the wheels on. On most cars, if you take a wheel 
off, the wheel bolts are sticking out at you. They’re 
permanently attached to the wheel hubs. 

RAY: But on Volvos (and Volkswagens and Audis), 
you have to stick the bolts in through the wheel. So you 
hold the wheel in place, stick each bolt through a hole 
in the wheel and then thread it right into the hub. And 
in our experience working on Volvos, we’ve occasion- 
ally broken a wheel bolt when tightening it up. 

TOM: Why did it break? We don’t know. A manu- 
facturing defect? Age? I would say that most likely, 
the cause is previous overtightening. If a shop isn’t 
careful to measure its torque, it easily can overtighten 
a bolt, which stretches it, and that causes the metal 
to fatigue and weaken. And the more times you over- 
torque it - putting it on and taking it off - the weaker 
the metal gets. 

RAY: Whenever we have more than one wheel bolt 
break on a car, we replace all 20 of them. We don’t even 
give the customer a choice. We figure if two of them 
were overtightened and are ready to break, they prob- 
ably all were overtightened and are ready to break. 

TOM: And in your situation, you might have had 
one that broke without your knowing it. Then you had 
four doing the job of five. 

RAY: That increased the stress on the remaining 
four, and soon another one gave way. Then you had 
three doing the job of five. 

TOM: And you never would notice this until the last 
bolt or two can’t hold on anymore, and the wheel falls off. 

RAY: This is something that you hope your regular 
repair shop would catch in advance when it does things 
like inspect your brakes and rotate your tires. But that 
didn’t happen in your case. Maybe your shop doesn’t 
subscribe to our bolt-replacement theory? Maybe you 
haven’t been in for service regularly enough? Maybe 
they’re the ones doing the overtightening? Or maybe 
it was just bad luck and the whole episode took place 
between service visits. 

TOM: In any case, that’s our guess as to what hap- 
pened. And we’re just glad you didn’t get hurt. 

RAY: I know if that had happened to me, I would 
have had to ask my insurance company to cover my 
dry-cleaning bill, too!
